The road to a cure 

265 riders hit 
pavement for 
Diabetes Assoc.

The faster riders, already on the 
return 1^ of their 100-kilometer 
ride, zip by dressed in black 
biking shorts and neon shirts. 
Some take the time to wave: 
others are too intent on their 
speed. But they don't perturb Lisa 
Meis at all. 

Mcis slowly peddles her way 
northward up Princess Anne Road 
en route to the Pungo Ferry 
Bridge, getting off' occasionally to 
walk her bike when fatigue 
overc(»nes her. 

The Vi^inia Beach i^ident is 
about a third of the way through 
the 100 kilometers, about 60 
miles, that she's riding to earn 
donations for the American 
Diabetes Association. She's 
focused on the $150 in donations 
she'll be able to contribute to 
Saturday's* bikeathon. 

Meis Figures^ it'll be 8 p.m. when 
she finishes her ride, but being 
the last rider to finish doesn't -^ 
bother her. Neither does the/"'^" 
prospect of fighting brisk winds to Blackwater, 
cross the high-rise bridge, which 
is now just ahead of her. Even the 
fashionably-clad racers concede 
that pedaling to the top of this 
bridge is "a challenge." but she 
shrugs and says she'll just get off 
and walk across. 

"I'm not shy about getting off 
and pushing the bike, and I can 
walk all day long," she said. 

Meis, 42, is no ordinary long- 
distance biker. The husky woman 
teases other riders who have an 
easier time crossing the iHidge. 

"No wonder, you weigh 100 



pounds Iks than roe," she said. 

"You'd better watdi out, 1 might 
run right over you," she calls 
laughingly to a rider up ahead. 
You'd never know by her high 
spirits that she's only ridden in 
(Mie bikeathon before, or that she's 
just finished working an eight- 
hour shift as a hospital aide. 

"I'm on my feet all day at wwk, 
and they work me hard," she said. 
"By tltt time T finish tonight I'll 
have been up about 24 hours. I'm 
tired, but then if you'd been on a 
bike all day you'd be tired too." 



Meis was one of 265 riders 
in Saturday's Tour de Cure, which

the back to the 
school. The cyclists, who could 
choose to ride 25, 50 or 100 
kilometers, wound their way past 
farms, forests, and grazing horses 
to raise more than $40,000 for 
the American Diabetes 
Association. 

Some represented businesses 
or, like Meis, a Sentara 
employee, collected donations 
from sponsors at work. 

Saturday's ride was the third 
Tour de Cure sponsored by South 
Hampton Roads Chapter of the 
American Diabetes Association. 



Some riders, like Kevin Bailey, 
have ridden in the event each 
year. Bailey, who was part of a 
team representing Com Coa, a 
Virginia Beach manufacturing 
plant, managed to finish the flrst 
49 miles in two-and-one-half 
hours, although he admiued that 
"the wind and the bridge will slow 
you down." 

But Meis, who'd only ridden in 
one bikeathon before, didn't even 
notice these obstacles. She did 
occasionally mention that she 
was thirsty, or that her bicycle 
seat was so low that it wouldn't 
allow her "to stretch my legs out." 
But she didn't even blink when 
she noticed that her front tire was 
forming a bubble. 

"I brought along a blank check 
and my ID," she said. "If I have 
to replace the tire, ni sesHxt the 
tire, but I won't give up." 

What she's really hoping, 
though, is that one of the sui^rt 
volunteers will fix the tire for her 
if it blows. They'd helped out 
earlier when she noticed a tire 
was low. and they've taken 
particular care to chart her course 
so that they don't lose contact 
with her. 

"You've got a lot of people 
watching out f(v you today," ml 
volunteer Shelton Baker as he 
pulled alongside Meis on a 
motorcycle. 

Baker, a member of the Gold 
Wing Association, a biking club, 
was cruising the back roads of 
Blackwater, watching for 
bicyclists and communicating 
with other volunteers on his 
citizen's band radio. Other 
amateur radio buffs manned the 
seven rest stops where volunteers 
were also busily dispelling 
juices, water and snacks. ^-- 

"We just do this to help out, 
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Long-time farmers 
face same challenge 
with more rules, 
better technology

Farmer Don Horsley pames 
from his plowing just long 
enough to give Blackwater 
landowner John Baum a brief 
progress report, then hurriedly 
hops back onto his tractor and 
resumes his work. 

He's already running two 
weeks behind schedule due to 
wet weather earlier this spring, 
and he needs to get as much 
work done as possible while 
the drying south winds last. 

Baum, himself a semi- 
retired fanner and agricultural 
engineer, says this year's 
delay in corn planting is 
ivobably good in the long run. 
The worst thing that can 
happen, he added, is "a dry 
fall and a winter that's not too 
wet. Then, when you get into 
July, the farmer is very 
vulnerable" because thece's no 
reserve moisture to nourish the 
crops through the hot. dry dog 
days. 

Water is both a blessing and 
a bane to the Virginia Beach 
fanner. 

Although the rainfall is 
usually ample most of the 
year, the area's not immune to 
droughts. And sudden 
downpours, combined with the 
relatively high water table, 
can create standing water that 
will destroy crops unless the 
soil is properly drained. 

Perverse weather is just one 
of the problems that the 
coDtetQiporary farmer has^M 
deal with. High overhead 
expenses are another, and if 
he's going to stay in business, 
he has to figure out a way to 
maximize his yield and shield 
his crops from soggy or arid 
weather, insects and weeds. 

On top of all this, the farmer 
must be conscious of 
protecting the air and water

from damage caused by 
herbicides, pesticides and 
fertilizers. 

Fortunately, new drainage 
techniques and improved 
products are making it 
posible for him to do this. 

The earl^st English sioiien, 
Baum said, were enamored by 
Princess Anne County's, rich 
soil, but they quickly realized 
that they couldn't do much 
farming here unless they came 
up with a way to move the 
water off of the fields. Their 
solution was the massive 
drainage ditches that still 
cross the county's fields and 
run along its highways. 

But these ditehes. which 
usually empty into swamps or 
creeks, have acquired a bad 
reputation with 

environmentalists because 
they often cany fertilizers, 
pesticides and silt, major 
contributors of non-point 
source pollution in the area's 
waterways.

the mainstay of farmers after 
World War U. when 
technology revolutionized the 
agricultural industry and put 
many small fanners out of 
business, said Baum. 

The lifelong Blackwater 
resident and city councilman 
from that borough remembers 
that, as a boy, he plowed his 
father's fields with a mule. 
But those days are long gone, 
he added. 

"There was an agricultural 
rcvolutiOT after World War II," 
Baum said. "Before World 
War n, it was possible to raise 
a family by farming 30 or 40 
acres." 

The e^eral r^e of tkwpb 
now is that the full-time 
farmer must farm at least 
2,000 acres, and Baum said 
that some local farmers own 
S600.000 worth of equipment. 
With these expenses, many 
smaller landowners are now 
leasing their land to farmers 
like Horsely. who are farming 
more and more land just to 
stay afloat 

With increased economic 
pressures, fanners began to 
rely more heavily on the 
chemicals that were hitting 
the market. The problem, 
Baum said, was that it took a 
generation to realize how 
devastating some of these 
chemicals were.

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The night of their lives 

Prom night. Years down the road when 
today's high school students are looking back 
on their fondest teen memories, undoubtedly 
this one spectacular evening of glitz, glamour 
and fellowship will stand out. 

But some won't be around to recall the 
memory. They will become a harsh statistic 
that shatters dreams and ends lives: drinking 
and driving. 

The Virginia Coalition for Vehicle Choice, as 
well as organizations such as Mothers Against 
Drunk Driving (MADD), Students Against 
Drunk Driving (SADD) and Nationwide 
Insurance, are teaming up to urge students 
that prom night celebration and drinking 
don't mix. 

Government statistics show nationally that 
in 1994, more than 1,700 teen drivers who 
had been drinking were involved in fatal 
crashes. That same year in Virginia, 39.1 
percent of all fatal accidents involved alcohol. 
In the last 10 years. 250.000 people have 
been killed and millions more injured in 
automobile crashes involving drunk drivers. 

The Coalition. MADD. SADD and NaUonwide 
Insurance, as well as individual schools, are 
calling for students, parents and teachers to 
encourage and support safe-driving efforts 
such as the Prom Promise campaign. Local 
businesses and community leaders across 
Hampton Roads are sponsoring alcohol-free 
prom parties or all- night lock-ins. places were 
entertainment and fun activities are provided 
throughout the night to keep teens sober and 
off the road. Many young drivers fall asleep at 
the wheel trying to drive home from post- 
prom parties that don't end until the early 
morning. 

The Coalition is emphasizing four simple 
messages to help make Prom '96 the most 
enjoyable and memorable event it can be: 

■ Keep it alcohol-free. Sponsors of proms 
and post-prom parties should ensure that no 
alcohol is served. They should take extra steps 
to guard against any alcohol being brought 
into celebrations. Older guests and 
chaperones should set a good example by 
refraining from alcohol consumption during 
these functions. 

■ Don't drink and cklve. Two in every five 
Americans will be involved in an alcohol- 
related crash at some point in their lives. 
Positive peer pressure can also discourage 
alcohol-impaired persons from driving. Refuse 
a ride from anyone who has been drinking. 

■ No sleepy drivers. Make proper 
arrangements if a prom party is expected to 
let out at an unreasonable hour. Parents need 
to let teens know that it's OK to call home or 
some other responsible person if they are too 
tired to drive. 

■ Always wear your safety belt. Even if you 
are a sober and alert driver, others on the 
road may not be. A safety belt is your best 
protection in an automobile crash, and a good 
defense against drunk drivers. 

Prom memories should be lasting, pleasant 
reminders of the teen years. Remember that 
when shining up the family car for the night of 
your life. Don't make it the last. — V.E.H.

Reflecting on a statesman's career Fanning the 

flames — 
the great

It would by hard to imagine a tribute 
toany defeated memberc^theGaiaal 
Assembly could bring more than 500 
people and four former governors to 
ifae^^^Uiaiiiiljufg Lodge onaMonday 
evening.

when he rose to respond to the tributes 
he had been paid was prolonged and 
heartfelt. 

It wasn't simply his length of ser- 
vice. While long at just over 30 years, 
others have served longer and been 
remembered less. It was a sense that 
Andrews represented the end of the 
line — a true Virginia original whose 
like we would not see again. They 
wanted him to know how much they 
respected the energy and sense of 
mission he brought to the tasks of 
Senate majority leader and chairman 
of the Finance Committee. 

The tone of the evening was set by 
state Sen. Henry Maxwell in the 
invocation: "You know Hunt^ Lord, 
he did things his way." That was it, 
the desire to prevail and the equally 
strong conviction he should prevail. 

There was a lesson here on the 
secret of success in a legislative body 
-^and in politics generally. But 
because there is no single path to 
success, it's hard to define exactly 



what separates the stars from the time- 
ser^^rs. But Andrews had it. 

Seniority is important, of course. 
TTiere are few callings in lifarequir- 
ing more knowledge and expoience 
than legislating. A ^e seat is also 
helpiiil, and Andrews had that for 
most of his careo-. This pomits a 
loiger view and the taking of certain 
risks. 

Leado^p, after all, dq)ends upon 
foUowership. And how do you get 
foUowen? By persuading others you 
are wOTthy — that your good opinion 
counts — and they will gain 
something by following you, (x lose 
by not doing so. 

For years, Andrews was able to 
make more or less binding com- 
mitments on state funding. The cXha 
14 members of Senate Finance had 
first pickings, of course, on any spare 
cash in the state budget But most of 
the other 25 members wanted 
something — or knew they soon 
would be. 

At the event marking the end of his 
political career, Andrews recalled 
words he heard near its beginning — 
those spdcen by Gov. Mills Godwin 
at his first inauguration in 1966: "We 
are of the South, and proud to be of 
the South. But it is by the nation's 
standards we will be judged." 

Those were the hopeful days oi 
introducing the sales tax to pay for 
building the community college 
system, and much else besides. But 
Andrews was seldom satisfied the 
state was meeting its responsibilities 
— and still isn't 

"The time has come," he told us, 
"when we've got to stand up and say 
we're going to meet our obligations 
to the young people of Virginia. 
We've got to be prepared to pay." 

The four former governors present 
— Godwin,Linwood Holton, Gerald 
Baliles and Charles Robb — might 
have seconded that sentiment 

The immediate past governor, 
Douglas Wilder, and Gov. George 
Allen sent their regrets, which was 
just as well. Their astringent fiscal 



policies had few fens in that crowd. 

When Andrews arrived in the 
Senate in 1964 state spending was 
less than $1 billion a year. Whoi Iw 
left, it was $ 1 6 billion. Of course, Ae 
population doubled and prices went 
up more. And much of state spending 
today is driven by federal programs 
from which there is no practical way 
to remain aloof. 

Andrews understood you couldn't 
run state government fix>m a seat in 
the legislature and would be foolish 
to try. What he believed was backing 
established institutions. 

He knew, undoubtedly, there was 
waste and inefficiraicy, but insisted 
we keep our eye on the big picture of 
a growing Virginia and the con- 
structive role such institutions as 
William & Mary and the Univwsity 
of Virginia could play. 

Almost alone among accepted 
members of the Virginia Estab- 
lishment, Andrews remained loyal to 
the Democratic Party. If frustrated by 
the easy success of such {Kdpable 
fakes as Robb in winning ofiices to 
which he may have aspired, he kq)t it 
to himself and did what he could to 
make them look good. 

And when Republicans led by 
Allen targeted his seat and took him 
down, he remained the good sport 
While it might be said the stage was 
too small for the player, it was 
certainly a fine performsmce. 

Though he never announced for it, 
Andrews almost certainly aspired to 
the governorship. He did make a half- 
hearted effort to win the Democratic 
nomination for U. S. Senate in 1978. 
But despite loyalty to party, it was 
changing too fast to be loyal to him. 

There was always too much of the 
grand manner about him to please the 
class-aivy experts now controlling 
the Democratic I^ty. The grand 
manner notwithstanding, heiemained 
too much the progressive ever to be 
entirely comfortable with the 
Rq)ublicans.

A few 
items listed

wide shopping list.. 4-million cubic 
yards of sands.... SSO thousand cubic 
yards of concrete.... 110 million 
pounds of steel.... 34 thousand 
carloads of rock. ..26 miles of 
aluminum railing utilizing nearly 1 1/ 
2 million pounds of aluminum 
castings, tu^s and 

accessories....nearly 5 1/2 million 
ceramic tiles. Hurricanes destroyed 
equipment and imperiled workmen. 
One of the largest equipment tosses 
h^pened during the Ash Wednesday 
storm in l%2when$700,000damage 
was done to the "Big D." 

The "Big D" was the kingpin of 
construction and it was a $1.5-million 
pile driver — the largest in the wcn-ld. 
It was actually aself-elevatingmcAtile 
DeLong pile driving platform, a 
variation erf' the Texas Tower. 

It floated itself into place, then 
jacked itself out of the water to fcnrm 
a stationary platform. Its four 
telescoping lags, each six feet in 
diameter and 100 feet long, extended 
to the bottom to bnce itself against 
the waves. Eadi leg wore a "shoe." a 
pontooa.28fiBetindiameter,toreduce 
peiwtration of the legs into the sea 
bed. Its whirly crane {Hcked up pi^ 
weighing 150,000 pounds or more 
widi ease. Piles were then sunk to 
firm bearing by a combination of 
driving with hammer and jetting with 
high-pressure water jets. This 
platform was 70 feet wide, ISO feet 
long and weighed 1,650 tons. 

I'm nM going into the mechanics 
of constructii^ the timnel but there 
are some facts that I think are too 
fascinating not to be mentioned. 

For instance, ai^oximately 12 
miles(or64.489feet)ofthe 17.6mile 
facility consists of low-level trestles. 
Siqiporting the trestle aepresbessed 
concr^ piles... more dum 2,600 of 
them. Each pile weighs 850 pounds 
per linear foot and are 54 inches in 
diameter. In many instances, they 
were driven more than 100 feet into 
the ocean floaL Each pile was assigned 
to carry one 160 ton loads. 

These pilings were made shore side, 
picked^ by a 100-ton gantry crane 
and loadralanioabargefor movement 



to the job site. They were made by a 
unique process called Cen-Vi-Ro. 
This patented method involved 
centrifugal force, vibration and 
rolling. 

The cylindrical piles started as a 
steel shell with welded reinforcing 
cages insetted, concrete was poured 
into the shell as it spun at over sixty 
miles per hour. Cwilrifugal force 
cnnpressed the wet concrete. Each 
section, 16 feet long and 54 inches in 
diameter, stood vertically to "cure" 
for 28 days. 

The length needed for the various 
trestle sections varied from 64 to one 
172 feet. As many sMtions as were 
needed Here laid out on horizontal 
beds and strung together with cabte, 
like giant beans on a string. Special 
machines stretched the cables, pulling 
the sections togelho-. Then a cement 
mixture was forced along the 
tensional cables. After this set, the 
gulling machines were released, 
leaving B 90-ton "pull" holding the 
sections togetha. 

The completed pile was as strong it 
could be handled and driven in one 
piece. Construction is designed to 
meet 105 mile-an-hour winds, 14 1/2 
foot high waves and 10-foot surge 
tides... higher than any ever recorded 
in the area.

Earlierindiecdumn 
I mentioned thtt there were four man- 
made islands as part of this unique 
construction. 

Each island is eight acres of new 
land rising 30 feet above Uie surface 
of the open sea. Each idand, about 
thesizeoffive football fields.contains 
1,500,000 tons of send end 300,000 
tons of rock. 

It takes a staff of 169 to administer, 
maintain and operate the Bridge; 
Tunnel. 

The Bridge-Tunnel makes New 
York and Virginia Beach 95 miles 
closer togetho-. The bay link puts the 
south terminus right in the middle of 
the route trom New York to Florida, 
and it ended forever the isolation of 
Virginia'sEastoti Shore. It also gives 
Virginia Beach the honor of being 
connected to the Sevoidi Wonder of 
the Modem Wwld, the Chesapeake 
Bay Bridge-Tunnel .

Just gathering the courage to return to 
school after years out of the classroom is 
one of the most difficult challenges that 
adult students face. 

At Virginia Wcsleyan College there is one 
woffllan who eases those qualms with the 
mastery of an education professional iuid the 
gentleness of a mother. Now after 25 years 
in the field. Adult Studies Program Director 
Dot Hinmui is ready to embark on some 
learning of her own when she retires this 
month. 

Life's lessons: that's what Hinman plans to 
study when she picks up and starts all over 
again. But diis tsim it will be in Chicago — 
a new place, a new profession. The veteran 
administrator plans to help her sister-in-law 
run a new business and "see what mischief 
we can get into." 

Twenty-five years in challenging others to 
take the bold step and now the tables are 
turned. Is she excited? 
"Oh, yes," Hinman assured. 
She won't be leaving however, without a 
few fond memories packed away for die long 
joumey, memories of folks she's helped and 
their successes. 

"This is a jwogram for w(nking adults who 
come to campus and take one or two 
classes, but who work full-time and have 
families and other obligations. Essentially, 
I'm a facilitate in helping them get their 
education. I do the schedule, have advisees, 
plan programs for wientation and that kind 
of thing." 

The people Hinman helps are varied, from 
vM>riung tnoms to retirees who want to finish 
their degrees. 

"There are lots of common triggers for 
people going back to school," she explained. 
"It's usually life transitions; either diey fmd 
they need more education for Uieir job or, in 
the case of women, when their children go 
off to school or Uieir last child is in college 
they have a little mart time. Those kinds of 
things. But for both men and women facing 
job pressures and down-sizing, more and 
more people are needing degrees. It's 
important for them to go t»ck to school." 

Hinman is there to provide the advice, 
support and encouragement they need. 

"It's TLC, because it's very scary when 
you go back to school as an adult," ^e said. 
Her own experiences as an adult r^uming 
studuit led Hinman to her current career. 

"I was one mysstf," she said. "I'd had two 
years right out of college, got married, had 
kids and went back to school. I was dw only 
adult on campus (at an Iowa college). No 
one knew what to do with me. First diey 
weren't going to count my old credits 
because tfiey said they were too old; they 
were going to make me repeat die fust two 
years even diough I'd gotten all A's. I had to 
ask permission from the faculty to take 
evCTy single class. One faculty member said 
he didn't want me in his class because 
adults talk too much and monopolize the 
conversation. I went home and cried a lot" 

Detnmined not to let Uie naysayers get 
her down, Hinman persevered. When a 
nearby college announced they were starting 
an adult program, her interest was piqued. 
She got her first job in the field "starting a 
program for adults to meet their needs, 
instead of trying to jam diem into somediing 
designed for an 18 year old." 

Twelve years ago Hinman brought her 
expertise to Virginia Wesleyan. Attracted by 
the nearby mountains and sea, she 
eventually made her home in the "wilds" of 
Pungo guTOunded by nature and critters. 

In her years with adult studies, she has 
come to ^ipreciate the numbers of adults 
taking that Rtsi step back into the classroom. 
Their ranks are growing. 

"Adults going back have increased 
tremendously. Nationally, the figures are 
about 40 percent of college students 
nationwide are age 25 and older. In fact, 
faculty are very delighted because these 
students are highly motivated and come to 
class prepared. They really want to do well, 
and they're not worried about Uieir social life 

— diings traditional students find distracting. 
They really appreciate die chance to be in 
school, and it's wonderful to watch them 
grow." 

Speaking with ^miration, Hinman noted 
that this year's adult student winner for 
leado^ip is 50 years old. 

"She was so scared and timid when she 
first came l»re, but she has blossomed. She 
is ccmfident and poised, and is going to 
leach. It's beoi exciting to watch ber grow." 

Himnan attaiits she's going to miss it all 

— the campiB. die work, die students. 

"It's like saying 'goodbye' u> my kids," ^ 
said vmiftilly. 

But now her own edocatkni is taking the 
forefront. Hinman wants to grow 
intellectmUy and spiriuially. 

"Y(Mi have to keep learning," she said 
qui^y.

Art through the camera lens

For new collectors, fine art 
photography is perhaps die most 
psychologically accessible genre in 
die fine art worid. This is because 
collectors or endiusiasts rarely need 
to have any deep-rooted knowledge 
of academic jargon or arcane art 
history to like or dislike a 
photograph. 

Paradoxically, photography has 
been called die illegidmate child of 
art, and aldiough early photography 
giants such as Stieglitz dragged 
photogr^hy into the fine art world, 
as a rule commercial galleries rarely 
take a chance with photographic 
exhibitions. As a matter of record, 
some of die most popular fine art 
galleries in Virginia have not had a 
photographic exhibition of local 
talent in two or diree years!

PA assistant principal lauded 



Nell Richardson plans for 
innovative programs; in the 
implementation phase, she is the 
detail person; and, just as she has 
been for more than 10 years, she 
is the omnipresent 
cheerleader/ambassador for 
Princess Anne High School. 

Two events have made this 
school year different fo^ 
Richardson: the disastrous fire at 
Princess Anne on Sept. 1 and her 
selection as Assistant Principal of 
the Year by the Virginia Beach 
Association of Secondary School 
Principals. Next, she will be 
entered in the Virginia 
Association of Secondary School 
Principals statewide competition. 

Richardson received her 
undergraduate degree at 
Randolph-Macon Woman's 
College and her master's and 
Certificate of Advanced Study at 
Old Dominion University. She 
was a teacher for a number of 
years, served as principal of 
Alliance Christian High School in 



Portsmouth for four years, and 
was appointed assistant principal 
of Princess Anne High School in 
1985. 

One of the casualties of the fire 
was the master schedule for 
Princess Anne's 1,900 students. 
Almost overnight, Richardson had 
to deal with rescheduling for 
teachers and students alike, 
condensing the schedule for the 
shortened school day, shuffiing 
classes into a new building and 
additional portable classrooms, 
and then factoring in the block 
scheduling program. When school 
opened 211 days after the fire, 
just about every student had a 
schedule, and the schedules 
worked. 

At Princess Anne, Richardson 
has played a key role in initiating 
several major programs' which 
have powerfully impacted 
instruction. Among the are the 
integration of the Princess Anne 
Center for Pregnant Teens 
program into the mainstream of 



the high school, the "School 
Within a School: model for ninth 
grade at-risk students, block 
scheduling, the International 
Baccalaureate Program, and the 
school's highly successful 
attendance policy. 

Richardson often helps 
individual student through 
difficult situations. Pat Griffin, 
principal of Princess Anne, said, 
"She will move mountains to get 
students to come to school and to 
get parents, students and teachers 
working toward the one goal of 
keeping a particular student in 
schools." 

Included in the nomination 
packet for Richardson is a note 
written to her by a student, which 
typifies the high regard that 
students have for Richardson. It 
said, in part, "I just wanted to 
thank ycHi for being there when I 
through I was not going to make 
it. At PA, I was part of the PA 
Pride. You are truly unique, and 
you make me feel special."

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Overspenders unite to battle 
compulsive shopping problems

Baibara loves 10 shop. 

So much so, that it has become a 
problem. 

She and her husband, Larry, who 
asked that their last name not be 
used, have been married for more 
than 10 years. 

Not counting two car payments 
and their mortgage, they were 
$61,000 deep in credit card debt as 
of October. These are all bills from 
Barbara's shotting sprees. 

She knew she needed help, but 
she didn't know where to find it 

Now, things are looking up. As 
one of the founding members of 
Compulsive Shopping Over 
Spending (CSOS), Barbara has 
found hope for overspenders like 
herself. 

The group has mushroomed from 
five ladies to a list of 22 names that 
" continues to grow. They meet 
weekly, giving support to each 
other not to spend beyond their 
means. 

"I never had a problem with 
alcohol or drugs or gambling," she 
said. "1 have been into a casino in 
Atlantic City. I can go in and out 
without a problem. But boy, I can 
go into a jewelry store and find 
something I just absolutely have 
to have." 

Barbara says her story began 
when she was young, growing up 
in New York' City with a 
grandmother who had Alzheimers. 
She suffered emotional abuse 
growing up, and found a way out 
through books. She went to college 
and earned a degree. But she was 
ashamed of her background and 
wanted something better. 

"The reason I'm going through 
my life history is because I've 
found a common thread between the 
22 names and I keep getting more 
phonecalls," the Chesapeake 
resident explained, sitting at a table 
in the sunshine of her backyard by 
the pool, with her husband sitting 
next to ha. 

"My shopping had gotten to 
where I always wanted this," she 
continued. I always wanted a pretty 
house and a nice yard. It had gotten 
to the point where we were so 
much in debt thai the bills were 
more every month than what we 
were bringing home in income," 
she admitted. "We make a decent 
income, more than many people 
do." 

But it doesn't matter how much 
money you make, she said If you 
are spending above and beyond your 
means, you have a problem. 

"I knew I had a problem. When 
we first got married, I would go out 
and spend hundreds of dollars on 
clothes," she said. 

If Larry gave her $100 to go 
shopping for her birthday, she 
would hang onto the cash and spend 
$400 on her credit card. 

"I rationalized, 'Hey, I'm not 
really spending money because I 
have all these clothes and 1 hadn't 
received the bill for them yet,"said 
Barbara, smiling and shaking her 
head. 

"I started with clothes, and then I 
got into jewelry. A lot of women 
in the group arc into jewelry. They 
like to look nice and have a 
different outfit and jewehy for every 
day of the week. One of the ladies 
told me that was her dream — that 
she wouldn't have to wash clothes 
for a month because she had a 
complete outfit for every day." 

Barbara find3 the most temptation 
in shopping at a jewelry store. She 
doesn't care rnitch for costume 
jewelry, but prefers gold, silver and ' 
diamonds because fhey last longer. 
Credit cards at jevslry stores were 
easy for her *o get because she 
"always mad: che minimum 
payments on time." Having IS to 
20 credit cards did not seem 
&[C4^ive because they were ^tting 
paid 

"You probably wonder," her 
husband interrupted. "She says we 
make our payments (mi time. We 
were doing that by getting cash 
advmces." 

"Robbing Peter to pay Paul," 
Baibs^ added. "That's how we did 
it Most people in the group have 
done that at some point. Even if 
they have no money because their 
hudnnd <x someoiK has taken their 
credit cards, they find devious ways 
aound it mi go (Mt snd shcq)." 

Barbara said there was even a 
time when ^ would buy jewelry. 
hide it bom her husband, wear it to 
wok and in tlK car, then takt it off 
sid hide it before she got tome. 

After some time, she got into 
timspy. But it wasn't enough. In 
fact, the couple agre«i. it juA ffA 
worst. 

Baitara called a number for 
Qver^jemieis Aiwnymous, but th« 
was a New Ytrt number with a 
iec(mling. No one ever called her 
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back. Then she tried a Richmond 
telephone number for the same 
national organization. She left the 
requested information on the 
recording, but never hear fi-om 
them, either. She payed careful 
attention to the recording's list of 
days and times, but had no idea tow 
long the message had been in use, 
or if it still was. 

"I was so desperate, I would have 
driven up there to go to a meeting," 
Barbara explained. "I just knew I 
needed help." 

She conrinued therapy, but 
wanted to find other people in her 
shoes so they could form a support 
group. 

"We started advertising," she said. 
"We put some flyers out at some 
counseling places in Virginia 
Beach, Norfolk and Chess^jeake." 

Right before Christmas, they 
started the meetings at the Koger 
Center in Norfolk. It was the same 
five ladies every time.

with her time besides shopping — 
such as spending the sunny 
afternoon wading in the garden. As 
her husband pointed out with a 
laugh, there will always be 
weekends in the garden. But it's 
something to keep her away from 
the mall. 

Although overspending sounds 
simple enough to stop, those in the 
group find it very difficult. They are 
at different levels, but they all 
attend for the same reason. 

"Some of us owe tens of 
thousands, some of us owe maybe 
$7,000," Barbara noted. "But even 
$2,000 is a lot for someone only 
making minimum wage and who is 
maxed out. It can really be any 
income level and any amount of 
debt. They key is if you're in debt 
and you can't make your minimum 
payment, you're headed for trouble." 

Larry said the group has done 
something for Barbara that he 
couldn't do. 

"When this group started to form, 
she got better," he said. "She still 
has a slip-up. Now we're down to 
earrings. Now they're $100 and 
$200, not the thousand-dollar 
diamonds." 

Now, if she goes out and buys 
something she just can't afford, he 
tries to have 'vrne patience. 

"I could argue with her about it 
all day, but she can go to the 
meeting and they'll talk about it, 
and she'll come home convinced 
that she needs to take it back, and 
she does," he smiled. 

Anyone interested in joining 
CSOS can call 482-1750 for more 
information. They do ask, 
however, that anyone interested in 
selling goods or services to the 
group not call.

He 
would find a place to hold the 
meetings if they would continue to 
come, because he thought it was 
worthwhile. Now they meet at the 
company's Chesapeake Office on 
Battlefield BoulevwL 

"Since Sharon Newhouse at 
Consume' Credit has been working 
with us, word has gotten out," 
Babva said, "rve heard people wto 
who have been referred to us from 
people like United Way, from 
individual psychologists and 
counsel(M?." 

One woman who was "kiting and 
writing" bad checks was told by her 
banker to attend the meeting.

Dec. 9, 1973. A normal, energetic 
and apparently healthy boy in 
every way, he grew up playing 
baseball and wanting to play 
football like his bigger cousins. 
His young life was filled with the 
things that occupy other children 
growing up: making friends, going 
to school arid church, getting over 
the normal range of childhood 
diseases. 

One iilness, however, he was 
not to "get over." Coming home 
from school one day when he was 
7 years old, he complained to his 
parents of back pains. A trip to 
the hospital emergency room 
brought a diagnosis of flu. But, 
over the next three weeks as his 
condition persisted and his 
temperature fluctuated, his 
parent's concern grew. A visit to 
his pediatrician brought a 
diagnosis that was to chill and 
change every part of the 
Anderson's lives — their son 
Jason had leukemia. 

Anderson entered St. Jude 
Children's Research Hospital as 
an outpatient ad within a month 
reached a point of remission of 
his disease. 

In the intervals between relapse 
and remission, Jason resumed the 
activities of a boy with a life to 
live. At times he almost wondered 
what all the fuss was about. He 
took life and his disease in stride, 
a day at a time. He gave the joy 
to his family and was an heroic 
example of courage to all who 
had the privilege of knowing him. 
Jason died pursuing his dream of 
playing football at the age of 11. 

Of St. Jude Children's Research 
Hospital, Anderson's father, Andy, 
said, "In every way they have 
been nothing but the 



greatest...their first priority is the 
kids. The whole place operates off 
donations...It's a marvelous place." 
One of Jason's proud trophies was 
an autograph given to him by 
Danny Thomas, founder of St. 
Jude. Danny paid Jason a visit 
there while he was undergoing 
treatment.

Military Hwy. in Virginia Beach 



on May 4 at 10 a.m. is a benefit 
for St. Jude Children's Research 
Hospital. But, it should not be 
regarded as repayment. It is a 
downpayment on Danny Thomas' 
dream that "no child should die in 
the dawn of life." Volunteers gave 
their time and money . to help 
Jason live. Many others are now 
working to ensure that Jason's 
Memory will help other children 
live.

Colonists commemorate first landing

In 193S. the National Society 
Daughters of The American 
Colonisu erected a large granite 
cross on the beach at Fort Story in 
order to commemorate the first 
landing of 104 Bnglishmen on the 
shores of the New World. They 
would successfully found a 
permanent cokxiy. 

Siiue that time die Order of Cape 
Henry 1607 has (xpnized an annual 
pilgrimage to this cross, which 
now lies acrou the road from the 
old lighthouse buUt in 1791. The 
cross had to be removed from the 
beach some years ago because 
erosion threatened to topple it. 

The National Paik Sovice moved 
it back a few huntbed yards behind 
the swd dunes and now it stands in 
a beautifully landscaped pork jur. 
off the beach. This small ptut also 
celebrates the naval victory of the 
French against English in Can»ia 
in 1782 in the "Battle of the 
Cq)es,'' when die French fleet 
defeated the English fleet and 
precipitated die Briti^ nureruler at 
Yorktown. 

Tte Oder of Cape Henry 1607 
(Aoos^ the Sunday cloaest to April 
26 each ye«r for the annual 
pilgrima^ to take place. That b 
the day in 1607 when the three 
snaU English ^ips muk landfall 
at Cape Henry in Virginia B^ch. 
Tliree weeks later they founded 
Jamestown xtp die James Rivo' a 
rfiort diAaice frcxn the Chesqie^ 
Bay. On April 26, 1607, die Rev. 
Robert Hunt 1«1 a i»ayer servi«» of 
thanksgiving. On April 29. a 
humble wooden croia was 
imi^ted in te hi^^ sand dune 
m the beach. wh»e the old 
lighthouM now stands, many 



archeologists bdieve. 

This year tlw Daughters of die 
American Colonists were honwed 
to have their national president, 
Mrs. Hiomas Carroll Holmes of 
Georgia, in attendance in order to 
lay die large blue and gold floral 
wreath at die foot of the cross for 
the NSDAC. Lisa Traver of 
Williamsburg placed die basket of 
blue and goM carnations at die cross 
for die Children of die American 
Colonists. She is the young 
Nadcmal President of die C AC. 

Then the large red and white 
wreadi of die Order of OqK Henry 
1607 was placed at die cross by Dr. 
Robert B. Albertson of Virginia 
Wesleyan College. Lasdy came d^ 
Children of the American 
Revolutionary, Cavalin Society, 
placing a small red and white blue 



wreadi at die foot of the crc^s. 

The order's president, Roy Allan 
Dudly, introduced the speaker, 
Capt. Tony Clark, Deputy Chief of 
Staff. HQ SACLANT, who had 
arrive din the United States weeks 
earlier. He spoke of die dangers of 
the long 1607 sea voyage in three 
small ships and about the historical 
significance of die landing. 

Clark was followed by two re- 
enactors dressed in costume who 
spoke as die Rev. Richard Hakluyt, 
the famous Enghsh geographer who 
advocated English colonization in 
Noih American, and as die Rev. 
Robert Hunt, the dedicated 
clergyman who accompanied die 
little band of Englishmen to 
Jamestown Islmid and was dead by 
summer's end.

the eggshells thin" and reducing the 
bird population because fewer 
young birds were hatching, he 
added 

Now, farmers, driven by 
changing economics and a growing 
concern for the environment, are 
discharging fewer pollutants into 
the streams. 

One reason, Baum said, is that it 
just isn't cost-effective to apply 
massive amounts of fertilizer 
aaymott because lower farm prices 
mean that the expense of fertilizing 
heavily often outweighs the return 
on ||ie crops. Today's hybrid plants 
al^ require less fertilization to 
produce high yields, and many of 
the newer herbicides and pesticides 
now attack only the nuisance 
species. 

The focus on environmental 
quality has also led farmers to 
improve the centuries-old method of 
draining the fields via ditches. New 
water control devices allow the 
farmer to control the flow of water 
away from the field, and they also 
allow him to create small dams that 
filter pollution and help keep the 
water table high during droughts. 

"It's sort of like an underground 
irrigation system that keeps the 
water table from getting too low," 
Baum said. 

He points to these water control 
devices he's installed with pride as 
he drives around his family's 900 
acres, much of which is planted in 
loblolly pines. 

These small wooden structures 
catch ruii-off from the fields at 
strategic points and they're so 
simple "one farmer said his tittie 
girl could operate one," he added as 
he turned a small wheel that directs 
the flow of water, allowing him to 
drain fiood waters off of the land 
during wet periods, then reverse the 
water flow during droughts. A 
secondary benefit is that the small 
ponds they create serve as a good 
water source for deer and other 



wildlife. 

Even hog-farming can be 
relatively safe, Baum said, although 
recent spills from hog lagoons in 
North Carolina have drawn a lot of 
attention. 

Locally, farmers ' must dig 
lagoons with clay bottoms and, in 
some cases, plastic liners, to filter 
the pollutants. They also construct 
high banks around the lagoons so 
that the water level can't rise above 
them during floods. 

The burden for protecting the 
environment, and the credit for 
recent improvements, falls on the 
regulatory agencies, Baum said. He 
credits the Environmental 
Protection Agency for eliminating 
the most harmful chemicals, such 
as DDT, and he says that local and 
state laws are doing a good job of 
controlling hog farming locally. 

Still, there's room for 
improvement, Baum added. 
Building high banks around lagoons 
help protect the watershed, but 
nobody's yet been able to figure out 
a way 'to eliminate the odors 
associated with hog farming. And 
farmers still have to rely heavily on 
chemicals because a sudden 
epidemic of insects can destroy a 
field very quickly. 

Baum worries that federal 
cutbacks for agricultural programs, 
combined with public apathy will 
hinder further efforts to improve 
farming techniques. "I am 
concerned that with the cutback in 
state and federal funds research will 
be cut," he said. 

And with the decreasing number 
of farmers "the farmer's voting 
power is shrinking all the time," he 
added, and the public isn't very 
well-educated about agriculture and 
the effects technology and tiie 
economy have on it. "The 
suburbanite doesn't pay much 
attention to the farmer. Most of the 
farmers around here are well™- 
ducated, competitive and aware of 
the latest practices."

Chicken pox & pregnancy

Every year in the springtime the 
cases of chicken pox, also known 
as varicella zoster, increase. This is 
a common, usually benign, 
childhood illness. 

For those mothers expecting a 
new baby it can be unsettling to 
find out you have been exposed to a 
child with the infection. 

This may raise some common 
questions: 

■ Is there any risk to my baby? 
If you have never had the disease 
and are exposed to an infected child 
there is little risk to the baby 
because the disease rarely gets past 
the barrier of the placenta. 

The person to worry about is 
mom. Varicella zoster in an adult 
can be a very serious illness. If you 
have never had the disease and have 
been exposed you should contact 
your physician. He or she will 
probably advise you to get an 
immunoglobulin injection to help 
prevent you from becoming 
infected. 

■ What if I don't know whether 



I've had the chicken pox? Most 
adults have had the illness as a 
child. If you are not sure if you had 
the chicken pox and have no 
relatives or immunization records to 
consult, you can have an antibody 
titer drawn at your doctor's office. 
This will show antibodies in your 
blood stream if you had the disease 
and are immune. 

■ What if I am infected when my 
baby is bom? If you are in the 
infectious stage when you deliver 
your infant, your pediatrician will 
probably suggest that you be 
separated from the baby until the 
infection has cleared. It is not 
recommended that a newborn be 
exposed to the chicken pox in the 
first few months |f life.

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A growing urbanization 
challenges timberlands 



Tree farmers 
finding work 
a tough job

-'-Jl^ocally, there's some good 
news and some not so great news 
for tree buggers. 

The good news is that, ^spite 
increased urbanization, volunteers 
have salvaged a lot of the city's 
forests by planting thousands of 
trees in Virginia Beach in recent 
years. These volunteers, who 
include members of schools and 
civic groups, are usually recruited 
by state and federal agencies as 
part of reforestation projects 
aimed at providing green areas 
along highways or in suburban 
neighborhoods. 

The not so good news is that 
increased urbanization and the 
frustrations associated with timber 
fanning make it difficult for the 
landowner to maintain timberland. 
^ Many people would be surprised 
to learn that the state's largest 
city still has an active timber 
.- industry. 

But this industry hasn't been as 
successful at attracting new 
recruits because the many 
obstacles make it hard for the tree 
farmer to stay solvent 

Jim Bright, chief forest warden 
for the state Department of 
Forestry, works with both 
professional tree farmers and 
volunteers who plant trees as part 
of the urban reforestation program. 
Bright, who also raises Qtristmas 
trees at his Creeds home, said 
he's been involved in planting 
"many a thousand trees" in recent 
years. 

Although the number of f<H«sted 
acres in Virginia Beach "has 
decreased slightly," there are still 
about 40,727 acres of forests in 
the city, according to Agriculture 
Director Louis CuUipher. 

Both Bright and CuUipher say 
there's a renewed interest in urban 
reforestation, but the pitfalls or 
growing trees for profit, including 
a long growing cycle, insect 
infestation and the distance to 
discourage farmers from raising 
timbw. 

"We're disadvantaged, with the 
mills so far away," Culliirita' said, 
referring to the paper mills that 
are the major purchasers of the 
loblolly pines grown by tree 
fanners. The closest large 
customer is the Union Camp Mill 
in Franklin "but that's a long way 
to haul it," CuUipher said. This 
distance, combined with the 
devastation caused by pine b^ 
beetle epidemics and the 40-year 
growing period required for timbo- 
tend to discourage timber 
production locally. 

"There's a low economic 
return," CuUipher continued. "It's 
a long farm crc^. it takes 40 or SO 
years for the trees to mature, and 
that's a long time for people to be 
motivated." 

The situation is more 
complicated, he said, because 



unlike some mountainous areas, 
this city has a high proptmion of 
land that is suitable for 
cultivation "and it's more 
profitable to plant soybeans, and 
even more profitable to plant 
strawberries. The landowner will 
only sell timber once in a 
lifetime." 

"It's (tree farming) usually a 
company enterprise, or it's done 
on a family farm," added John 
Baum, who raises pine on his 
family's Blackwater farm. 

Timber harvesting is 

nothing new in Princess Anne 
County. Old logging trails that 
Baum thinks date to the late 
1800s still snake their way across 
his property, and he remembers 
seeing the remnants of a "mini- 
railroad" or small rail lines that 
were once used to carry timber to 
nearby sawmills. 

Tlie difference, he added, is 
that these days landowners 
usually replant after harvesting. 

"My father always loved trees," 
Baum said. 

"But recently we've gotten into 
replanting the trees." 

Bright's agency is trying to give 
both landowners and suburban 
volunteers the incentive to 
replace trees lost to harvesting or 
development with programs such 
as the "Tree Farm of America" 
and the urban reforestation eff^orts. 

Nationwide, we've seen an 
increase in tree farming," Bright 
said, but locally only one 
landowner has joined the ranks of 
professional growers in the past 
year. Most of the tree farms in 
this city are in Blackwater, Bright 
added, but there is an increased 
interest in planting trees in open 
spaces around urbanized areas. 

"This year we planted 700 aires 
of tncs in Virginia Beach and 
Chesapeake," Bright said, "but 
not every place that has trees is a 
tree farm." 

The distincticHi, he said, is that 
a tree farm includes at least 10 or 
15 acres under cultivation by the 
farmer who's interested in 
harvesting and replanting timber. 
"There must be continuous 
activity in order for it to be a tree 
farm," he said. 

In the last few years. Bright 
added, volunteers have planted 
trees along a canal on 
International Parkway, in a former 
cornfield on Sandbridge Road 
that's now owned by Back Bay 
Wildlife Refuge, and in an open 
area near Green Run. 

Both CuUipher and Bright 
credit government programs, 
including tougher federal laws 
and state incentive programs with 
saving, or replacing, acres of 
Virginia Beach forests. The 
federal wetlands is making it 
more difficult for developers to 
destroy forested wetlands and 
some areas, like that field on 
Sandbridge Road, are being 
reconverted to forested wetlands 
after years of cultivation. 

Hardwood trees usually grow on 
this swampland, and "bottomland

The ladder teeters in the high 
winds, then topples over. Gene 
Snow doesn't blink when he 
sees the tall ladder he was 
standing on just moments 
before fall to the ground. 

"Now, that's just where we 
wanted that ladder, isn't it," he 
jokes to co-worker Harry Stretz, 
who's helping him erect signs 
announcing the third annual 
Pungo Strawberry Festival 
Championship Rodeo, 
scheduled for this weekend at 
Princess Anne Park. The shows 
will be held at 8 p.m. Friday 
and Saturday nights and at 2 
p.m. Sunday. 

"I can almost hear the crowds 
now." Gene said a few minutes 
later to his wife. Donna, who's 
taking a break from the 
telephoning and paperwork 
she's completing in the mobile 
office she set up in her car. 
Donna's who's working more 
than full-time to organize the 
event, brought her own work 
with her so she could 
accompany Gene, whose work 
schedule prevented him from 
getting out to the park until late 
last Saturday afternoon. 

It's that sense of humor, and 
that imagination, that keeps the 
Snow family going through the 
arduous preparations for the 
three-day professional rodeo. 
Both Gene mi Donna grew up 
on horeeback,but they've almost 
abandoned their own riding 
these days to prepare for the 
event, which is sponsored by 
the Tidewater Western Riders 
Association and the city of 
Virginia Beach. 

Donna, who's president of the 
Tidewater Western Riders, 
works 50 or 60 hours a week, 
and often sits up until 3 a.m. in 
the weeks before the rodeo. 
Gene, who serves as rodeo 
chairman, helps as much as 
possible when he gets a break- 
from his work as 
communications supervisor for 
the Virginia Beach Police 
Department. 

"A lot of preparation goes 
into this," Donna said. 

It takes about 20 or 30 
volunteers to erect the signs 
and perform the other tasks 
necessary to prq)are for a rodeo 
thal__draws about 250 
xtmtestantsaitd up to 18,000 
spectators. Several workers, 
including Stretz, the Snows, 
their four-year-old grandson 
Christian and 81 -year-old 
Bryant Pace were busy erecting 
signs and pref^ng the grounds 
last Saturday.

A combination of good 
weather and the professional 
quality of the rode, which is 
recopized by the International 
Professional Rodeo 
Association, enabled the 
association to donate more than 
$10,000 to these organizations 
last year. The event's come a 
long way. Gene said, since the 
days when Tidewater Western 
Riders sold truck parts to raise 
money for their shows. 

"There was a point when we 
were losing money," Snow said 
of the group's early efforts to 
upgrade their "shodeos", which 
attracted mostly local riders, to 
professional rodeos. The 
difference, Donna explained, is 
that in order to be an 
International Professional 
Rodeo Association event, a 
rodeo must feature the 
necessary seven events, 
including banel racing, bull 
riding, bareback and saddle 
bronc riding.team rqjing, steer 
wrestling and calf roping.' 

It takes about $43,000 to 
organize a professional rodeo, 
and Gene and another member 
sold truck parts from old trucks 
that belonged to members to 
help raise money for the first 



event. Area businesses now 
contribute to the event, but it 
still takes a few years for a 
rodeo to get to the point whoe 
it's very profitable. Gene said. 

"We made $500 ptoRl the 
first year of the Strawberry 
Festival Rodeo,* he said. 
"Advertising is always an 
expmse, and it takes awhile to 
get your advertising built up." 

Now. he added, coounuteix 
on Princess Anne Road watch 
for the signs announcing the 
rodeo, which serve as a pre- 
event for the Strawberry 
Festival scheduled for 
Memorial Day weekend. 
Although swne locaLpters still 
compete in this rodeo and in 
one that's held in September, 
contestants come from all over 
the country. Donna said, and 
many have their eye on 
competing in the rodeo finals 
each January in Oklah(Mna City.

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Tending the future 

Their work can be seen In front of city halls, 
along roadsides and in residents' lawns. Ttees 
they plant are lasting memorials to the good 
work they do. They're some of Mother 
Nature's best friends and are eager to share 
their low for the great outdoors. 

But now Virginia's Master Gardener 
program will be plucked from state funding 
like an offending weed. Will this flower of a 
program flourish, or simply wither and die? 
It's up to individual locales to decide. 

In an effort to trim the fat. the popular 
program that has taught thousands of 
residents how to tend their little comer of the 
Earth will be eliminated from the state budget 
on July 1. That means the 30 participating 
locales across the state must come up with 
the cash themselves to pay coordinators and 
recruit new volunteers. 

The action comes in an effort to "refocus" the 
services of the Virginia Cooperative Extension 
Agency, which administers the Master 
Gardener program. And what will this save 
the state? According to Extension's state 
associate director of Agriculture and Nature 
Resources, about $330,000 In salaries for 
eight statewide coordinators. 

But that's a drop in the bucket compared to 
the work that Master Gardener's thousands of 
volunteers do. Jones estimates the manpower 
they provided in 1995 valued at $900,000. 
Then there are the results of their labor: 
innumerable gardening questions answered in 
Master Gardener hotlines, school programs, 
beautlflcation efforts and more. Volunteers 
often provide free plants and seedlings during 
Arbor Day and Earth Day celebrations. 
' Luckily, some locales recognize the benefits 
of this Earth-friendly program and are 
pledging funds to help it thrive. Others are 
still undecided. Let's hope the Master 
Gardener program won't be pruned until this 
special bud will bloom no more. — V.E.H.

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Allen bombs selective targets 




Most of the business at the General 
Assembly's one-day "veto" session 
was cut and dried, and of no great 
importance. But there were some 
tense moments when all Democrats 
(joined by a few Republicans) tried 
looverrideGov. George Allen's veto 
of three provisions of the 1994-96 
budget lliey did not succeed. 

The 
meatiest of 
these eff^orts 
focused on 
artful 
language 
Democrats 
inserted to 
enroll Vir- 
ginia in fe- 
deral Goals 
2000 over 
the gover- 
ntK's strong 
objections. 
That would 
h^pen,they 
insisted,

beards. As the assembly convened, it 
was close to being met. The locals, it 
seems, were hot for a few extra bucks. 
Allen's veto, sustained by most 
House Republicans and independent 
Lacey Putney of Bedford, appears to 
end the debate. There was talk of a 
lawsuit challenging the right to veto 
mere language in the budget to which 
no specific state af^ropriation was 
attached. But Democratic leadei^ 
seem to have dropped the idea. It 
could be taken up, of course, by one 
or more local school boards. There

are technical questions relative to the 
use of the veto the Virginia Supreme 
Court should clarify. 

Goals 2000 was the perfect sym- 
bolic issue for both Democrats and 
Republicans. The federal money in 
proqiect was trifling — less than $7 
million. If spent in one year, it woiks 
out to about $6.50 a student This 
might be set against per-pupil 
expenditures in Virginia now 
exceeding $7,000 a year. 

The core of Alloi's argument was 
that by signing up for Goals 2000 the 
state could become enmeshed in 
federalefforts to diiectpublic schools. 
That combined both sense and 
nonsense. There's no question the 
teacher's lobby would dearly love to 
see Congress take a larger role in 
deciding policy. The reason is simple: 
the fewer and more compacted the 
policymakers you must influence, the 
easier your task. 

But given the fiscal problems of 
the federal govonment, it's hard to 
imagine Congress giving the 
Department of Education a bigger 
stick. In fact the federal share of 
public-school funding has declined 
steadily. In Virginia, federal fimds 
now account for only 5.4 percent to 
total spending, down from 9.4 percent 
in 1979. 

Allen is correct however, in be- 
heving Goals 2000 provides the struc- 
ture for a national education policy, 
should that become the will of a fii&ue 
Congress. There are only two flies in 
that ointment First the political will 
to nationalize public education isn't 
on the horizon. Second, Virginia's 
refusal to embrace Goals ^XX) doesn't 
appeal it nor protect the state against 



future federal mandates. 

Anytime Congress wants to be the 
tail that wags the dog in public 
education, all it has to do is attach 
more strings to the aid it now provides. 
Unless such demands are ouuageous, 
no governor will have the political 
support to refuse all federal money. 
And even were that political support 
forthcoming, who can say a future, 
Clintonized Supreme Court would 
pmnit Virginia to stand aside. 

But Allen was still right in taking a 
stand against Goals 2000. This 
country is too big and too diverse for 
a national education policy to work 
effectively. Goals 2000 means more 
ousy bureaucracy spinning webs of 
gobblydygook. 

In a mcHe surprising move, Allen 
picked a flght over state support of 
$ 1 .6 million a year for Virginia Cares, 
a non-proflt corporation based in 
Roanoke that operates a statewide 
network assisting released prisoners. 
Under the patronage of Roanoke-area 
Democrats, this agency has been re- 
ceiving state funds for more than 15 
years. 

The govonor hung his hat on the 
argument there has never been any 
competition for this grant. Assuming 
the Department of Corrections 
believes the service is worthwhile, it 
isn't clear what will be done to 
organize a bidding process before the 
start of the next fiscal year July 1, or 
where the money will come to fund it 

Almost as surprising was the veto 
of $950,000 destined for the College 
of Health Sciences in Roanoke, and 
$50,000 for Roanoke County to

Virginia Beach has become 
nationally recognized in the fields of 
solid waste management and 
rearational design for the reuse of a 
solid waste disposal facility known 
as Mount Trashmore. The 
envinmmental issues ot the 1960s 
became a 
major 
concern 
throughout 
the country 
and Roland 
B. Dorcr, 
director of 
the Virginia 
Department 
of Health, 
Insect and 
Vector 
Control, 
conceived an 
idea which 
evolved into 
tho existing 
Mount 
Trashmore 
park. 
D o r e r 
contended that the city coukl have 
much more landfill capacity and 
create a more sanitary landfill by 
disposing of refuse above ground, 
which would also -avoid 
ccHitaminating the high wat^ table 
prevalent in the Tidewater area. 

By 1968, when city council 
approved the concept of the park, the 
population increases, the continued 
increase of tourists and the r^idly 
rising costs of the then- present waste 
disposal system made this new 
concept very critical. 

It also was becoming more and 
more difftcultto locate dumping sites 
because of increased property values 
and the close proximity to residential 
areas. 

The high water table made deep 
excavation impractical and the 
method in use — diallow excavation 
filled with solid waste and then 
covered with soil — was 
"unattractive, odoriferous and a 
hazard to health'.Italsocost$7S.000 
annually. 

Afto' the concq}t of the new solid 
waste disposal system was aj^noved 
by city councUin 1966,the conversion 
af an existing SO-acre dump site into 
a usable recreational park began and 
became known as the Mount 
Trashmore Demonstration project A 
68'fi30t hi^ hill. 800 fea hM^. was 
to be the focal point This hUl was 
created by using 1 8-inch cells of trash 
with a six-inch layer of clean soil. 

Each cell of soil was to be 
compacted toadensity of 100 pounds 
per cubic foot and covered by a final 
cover of six inches of clean soil. 

Initially, it was expected to take 
about three years to build, but eoAeA 
up taking four and and a half years. 
This process used 640,000 tons of 
solid waste st an approximate cost of 
$1.97 per ton. ^ 

Additional land was purehased in 
order to make Mount Trashmore a 
first-rate recreational facility and to 
bring it up to its present size of 162 
acres. It was turned over to the city's 
Department of Parks and Recreation 
when it was completed in 1972. The 
park was officially opened in July of 
1973 and included the mountain, lake 
and soap box derby track. During the 
mid- "70s, Paries and Recreation 
developed additional amenities for 
the park. 

Mount Trashmore Park now 
provides a wide assortment of 
recreational opportunities for the 
general public. 

Facilities include four large and 1 1 
small picnic shelters, one large and 
one small skateboard ramp, five 
playground areas, two restroom 
facilities, one basketball oaatu four 
vdleyball are^andapaikoioitation 



and visitor's center. 

Family-oriented events are held at 
Mount Tra^more throughout the 
year. A Family Fun Day, Just Say No 
Parade, Evdi Day Celebration and 
numerous 5K runs are buta few of the 
activities held annually at the park. 
The July 4th fireworks is always a 
favorite. 
tMount Trashmore was voted 
Favorite City Park, Favorite Place to 
Picnic and Favorite Place to Kite by 
parents in Virginia Beach, Norfolk, 
Portsmouth, Chesapeake, Hampton, 
Newport News and WUliamsburg 
who resp<»ided to the Tidewater 
Parent and Peninsula Parent "1995 
Family Favorites" contest 

In 1995. Mount Trashmore was 
voted BestCity Paik by the Vv-jimoR- 
/»ito< "Best of the Beach" competition. 

Mount Trashmore is the most 
visited paric in the city with more than 
800.000 visitors during 1995. This is 
three times the attendance of other 
city district parks. The primary use 
and visitation of Mount Trashmore is 
passive in nature — visiting 
playgrounds, walking andpicnicking. 

Visitors come from around the 
wOTld to see this modem wonder of 
the wOTld, many taking home the idea 
of building similar projects in dwir 
area. 

The park is open daily, with the 
excq>tion of Christmas, from 7:30 
a.m. to sunset A second Mount 
Trashmore, City View Park, is in the 
process of being built at Centerville 
Turnpike and KempsviUe Road. Hiis 
mountain will be even larger and is 
projected to care for the city's solid 
waste for another 20 years. 

This 42-acre park plans to opoi in 
the spring of 1997 and will have ball 
paiks and shelters.

Lint Fcff many a frazzled housewife it's a 
bane on their existence, a travesty to their 
tidiness. Cleaning out the dryer's lint filter is 
merely a symbol of the drwlgoy that comes 
widi keeping ctodies ctean and fluffy fresh. 

Then there's Robyn Vasile, the Virginia 
Beach teacher and mother who eagerly 
awaits the results of each load of laundry. 
What will the lint offerings be: blue, grey, 
green, red or. by some lucky chance, 
yellow? 'Round and 'round the dryer goes; 
when it stops, she will know. 

But what could possibly possess a woman 
to take^uch interest in something most folks 
throw away without a second diough? The 
answer is a simple, three-letter w(»d: A-R-T! 
Vasile is Hampton Roads' original "Lint 
Lady." so dubbed because of her ability to 
take the dusty remains of laundry and 
transform them into original, framed woiks. 
Her pieces decorate die walls of homes, 
churches, schools, businesses and banks and 
conjure images of a skilled Impressionist 

"It wasn't planned, as much great art 
isn't," said Vasile. an art teacher at B.F. 
Williams Elementary. "Somediing dial I tell 
my children in school is that whenever they 
think they've made a mistake to stick with 
it It may turn out to be somediing good. 
Sometimes what they consider to be an 
accident in their artwork turns out very 
beautiful." 

Several years ago the KempsviUe resident 
dtough she'd introduce her students to paper- 
making using lint. But it didn't wOTk; the lint 
turned into a mushy goo when wet But 
Vasile wanted to salvage what she could, 
challenging two youngsters to try their hand 
at making pictures with it The dry lint 
yielded better results. 

But Vasile literally found herself left 
"holding die bag," — bags of lint that is, 
which had been donated for the paper- 
making project 

"I stalled {Mtying attention to all these real 
unusual colors in it, and I started paying 
more attention to my lint," she said. 

Through the summer Vasile became a lint 
collector, hoarding various colors and 
creating a few pictures of her own. She gave 
away sevo^ as gifts, including one to her 
modier-in-law. 

Vasile. whose life is guided by a strong 
Christian belief, feels some smdl miracle 
brought ho- work to die artistic forefront^ A 
neighbor of her mother-in-law was {banning 
to open an ait gallery. When he saw Vasile's 
works, he want^ to feature diem. 

"This is die way God worics. You don't 
plan it," she said. "He just does what He 
wuits to do." 

From there the Lint Lady caught on. Her 
pi^es are featured at Frame Up in Virginia 
Beach, as well as Potrafka Galicr)- in 
Portsmouth. For obvious reasons, the lint 
pictures usually attract a second glance. 

"It's total disbelief," Vasile smiled. 
"People can't believe it You really have to 
have one in hand for them to understand. But 
die neat thing about it is that lint is 
something everyone has." 

Driving a bright blue van diat proudly 
IHYKlaims "Lint Lady" in bold letters and on 
die license plate, Vasile bills her art as "die 
ultimate in recycling." Dedicated recyclei^, 
or those who just admire her art routinely 
telephone the artist saying diey've got bags 
of lint to give her. Vasile says it's simply "a 
community effort — lint is something 
evnyone can relate to and understand." 

Vasile creates the pictures in her home, 
spreading the sheets of lint out and 
surveying the colors. Closely, she 
scrutinized its qualities. 

"Evny piece of lint has a different frK;e, a 
different personality, a different combination 
of colors, a different texture. I've come 
across pieces diat are similar, so much so 
diat I can put them together and masquerade 
them to look like the same color." she 
explained. 

Vasile has die picture in her mind before 
crafting each piece. Sometimes she works 
from a photograph, but jokingly states 
"diere's no such diing as lint-by-number!" 

The pictures are created in layers, just 
like one wcxild make a collage. She uses no 
glue. BecauM of lint's inherent qualities, it 
sticks togedier easily. The final step of 
creating a lint picture, however, is a closely- 
guvded secret 

Although her style is becoming 
increasingly p(^ular, Vasile says local art 
shows are still wary of her wo-k. She can't 
uiMler^uid why. 

"Maybe it's just not weird enough?" she 
adced. "Yes. it is frustrating." 

Still, she perseveres, collecting her lint 
and creating pcntraits, seascapes, landscapes 
and anything else imaginable. The lint is 
individually bagged by l(»d and cataloged 
accwding to hues. One wall of Vasile's 
home is covered widi baggies; it saves as 
her storage coiia for "m sipplies." Tiddng 
down a tag, die examined the (patents' 
c<^ and CMoistracy. 

"This one is ttat bluish-grey and very 
tnao^' she explairod, ntxing it is die most 
ammon.

Alumni speakers highlight 
Va, Wesleyan festivities

Get the parents turned onto 
science and math and die kids will 
follow. 

That's the secret that Linkhom 
Park Elementary School has 
discovered. In their third 
Math/Science Olympic Night, the 
school had a turnout of about 200 
parents and children who came to 
find out the fun and family bonding 
caused by shared activities in the 
math and science fields. 

"I read a lot of articles in Science 
and Children,' an NSAT journal 
wriuen about Math and Science 
Night activities to get families 
involved and to get family 
bonding," said Elaine Levenson, the 
kindergarten teacher who has been 
in charge of the special evening's 
programs for the last three years. 

In one room children and parents 
tested the physics of dropping 
homemade parachutes. In another 
they made little clay boats and 
checked to find out how many fapei 
clips would sink them. And in the 
third room they experimented with 
fulcrums and balances — bettei 
explained as miniature seesaws. 

Lil Parker-Shuler and her 
daughter Lena, a first grader, were 
busily working with the clay boats. 

"She's making a clay boat," said 
Lil. "We're going to see if it 
floats." 

As the little boat sank, Lil 
remarked, "It does not float. So I 
help her. This is part of the thing. 
We have to make a little boat that 
floats, then we have to see how 
many pennies and paper clips it 
takes to sink it." 

Lena was getting discouraged. 



"It won't float!" she exclaimed. 
"First take the water out." 

Lil explained that part of the boat 
program involved making a 
prediction about how many paper 
clips it would hold and then 
checking it against how many it did 
actually hold. "We take the 
difference between the prediction 
and the actual," she said. "We try at 
least four times." 

"Mrs. Levenson wrote a book 
about scioitific things for children," 
she added. "It was written up just 
last year in one of the journals. It's 
an excellent bode. Thinp I did in 
college she tm^ught down m my 
daughter's level. They just don't 
have all of the language to go with 
it." 

"The younger children, 
kindergarten through third grade, 
enjoyed it more," said Josephine 
Bosweli, the fourth grade teacher, 
"But this year it seemed like the 
parents worked closer with the 
children than they did last year. One 
family was saying they thought 
that they learned something every 
year differently, so it's worth the 
time." 

Three generations of the Morin 
family were in the fulcrum and 
balance session. Father Scott and 
grandfather Maurice watched and 
experimented as son Miles, a first 
grader, checked out how to balance 
the little seesaws made of cups and 
rulers finding how to balance die 
ruler over the cup. 

"It's fun." said Miles. "It 
showed how you could move it." 

"It's a lot of fun," said Scott, 
"and we have learned somediing 
each time. It certainly is worth die 
effort to come over here. His

and it's made it more of a family 
effort."

A mock turtle eggs nest 
simulation offered students first 
hand knowledge of loggerhead oirde 
habits right here in our beach area. 
Students learned of the 
manipulations die refuge takes to 
help reduce die risk of extincticMi of 
toggerheads.

improve nature's odds so more of 
the tiny hatchlings will revisit our 
shores. 

By educating area residents, the 
refuge hopes to meet their goal of 
saving mcHe nests and lowering the 
risk of extinction. This past year, 
eight successful nests (of about a 
dozen moved) were saved. One 
fisherman even transported for die 
staff a Back Bay artificial nest Itom 
a North Carolina beach to the Gulf 
Stream. This particular nest didn't 
hatch until September and 
hatchlings needed to be farther 
south, so the caring fishoman gave 
diem a head start 

A high point of die day's field 
trip was the unique ojqxirtunity to 
see 3-year-okl hatchlings equii^ied 
widi transmitters being released at 
the refuge site. This was part of the 
National Aquarium of Wadiington, 
D.C.'s efforts to tr^k.and assist 
turtie travels. 

Back Bay Refuge is home to at 
least three area examples of 
endaigered species: the bald eagle, 
pif^ing plover, and die k^erhead 
(for nesting). These miimals have 
bemfited immensely from the 
efforts of the refuge and Frioids of 
Back Bay. Growth and imfroved 
^irvival rates are docunMnted. But 
the m«« we all know about our 
area and diese ^wcks, the more ^K 
we se to help ensure their long 
torn airvival rates.

timber" accounts for 26,200 acres 
of the city's wooded land, 
Cullipher said. Pines, including 
the loblolly pines grown to raise 
paper, grow primarily on drier 
land. 

The reforestation programs date 
back to the 1930s, Bright said, 
and recent improvements in 
breeding trees have produced 
hardier hybrids with a higher 
survival rate. His department 
donates trees and advice for 
schools groups, garden clubs and 
other organizations interested in 
planting trees. 

"We've had about 60,000 trees 
in cold storage at one time, 
waiting to give them to school 
groups or the Navy," he said. 

The forestry department 
also offers quality control services 
to landowners. "We go behind the 
crew that plants the trees to do a 
quality check," Bright said. "We 
make sure that they're in the 
ground correctly, and that they're 
kept shaded and damp while 
they're being planted. We also do 
a survival check the next year." 

Checking behind the work 
crews, who often plant 600 ows 
per acre, is an awesome task. 

"I've seen 500,000 trees planted 
on one tract at one time," Bright 
said, but he thinks the supervision 



protects landowners and makes 
the business of raising timber a 
little less risky. 

Still, this program can't protect 
the landowner from his primary 
enemy, the pine bark beetle. 

These small insects dig egg 
tunnels through the tree's bark, 
cutting off vital tissues and 
introducing diseases, including 
fungi and blue stains to the tree. 
When the eggs hatch, the adults 
fly to attack other trees, and they 
can devastate acres of trees in 
one epidemic, Cullipher said. 

"They cause great economic 
losses," he added. "They usually 
infest a circular area (of trees) of 
up to one or two acres, then 
invade another area somewhere 
else." 

And, of course, Cullipher 
added, there's always Uie dsoiger 
of forest fires. Despite these 
threats, however, many people 
choose to go into tree farming 
"because they enjoy it," Cullipher 
continued. 

Raising a crop of pines offers 
intangible rewards for the 
landowner who doesn't require an 
immediate return on his 
investment. 

"They provide passive 
recreation because the landowner 
can walk through them," 
Cullipher said, and they also 
attract deer, quail and other wild 
animals.

It's springtime: make your entrance 



Now that family and friends 
won't be tracking snow, ice and 
mud onto your entry for awhile, 
it's time to consider redecorating 
your home's "first impression." 
Annette Francis, former Execu- 
tive Editor of House & Garden, 
now Manhattan head of Design 
Forum Consultants, offers advice 
on how to decorate foyers and 
entrance halls. 

At one time "hall" was a four- 
letter word for the small space 
that introduced people in your 
home. Any advice about decorat- 
ing halls aiso employed four letter 
words: Words such as "clue" 
(halls were supposed to give a 
clue to the pasonality of a house) 
and "link" (halls were intended to 
link rooms that opened off them) 
and "aura" (color and pattern 
were most often used to make 
halls inviting). 

Our freed-up feeling about 
decorating today begins with en- 
trance halls. Liberated from con- 
vention, halls have become en- 
chanted places in which to make 
entrances and exits. More than 
that, halls can be spaces that are 
considered rooms in their own 
right 

It may not be the first place you 
consider when you are decorating 
or remodeling, but the entrance 
hall carries an enormous amount 
of weight in your home's first 
impression. The hall is no longer 
a mere vestibule or passageway, 
but a prelude to what follow. 

Set foot in your enU'ance hall. 
How does it feel? Welcoming or 
disturbing? Consider the warmth 
and beauty of a solid hardwood 
floor. It won't fight you or require 
you to accommodate to the depth 



of pile or the slick of tile. 
Moreover, a hardwood floor is 
easy to maintain and impervious 
to traffic. 

Patterns from random planks to 
rich parquet and natural variations 

in finish offer alluring choices fw 
setting the lone of decoration. 
Wood floors wOTk well with all 
colors. You may be conservative 
and paint the walls of the 
entrance hall and its arteries a 
warm "Linen White," letting 
rooms that open off it become, so 
to speak, the jewels on the 
necklace. 

Collections of things you 
or your family like are 
expressions of personality that 
can be put forth in a hall on an 
antique buffet or on built-in 
shelves. 

For those of us who can't afford 
antiques, much less upkeep on 
our houses, there is renewed hope 
in new furniture with a built-in 
past. These furnishings are made 
of solid U.S. hardwoods, such as 
ash, birch, cherry, hickory, 
maple, oak, and walnut, and cany 
with them hints of history and 
romance that seem at home in a 
tastefully decorated hallway. 

Because people will be passing 
through the hall, as they would a 
collection in an art gallery or mu- 
seum this is also a good place for 
framed mementos and 
photographs. 

With an open house plan 
that makes no allowance for an 
entrance hall, you may have to 
create your own. A free-standing 
solid hardwood room -divider.

Burroughs have 
been growing 
berries for 
3 generations

It's a beautiful Sunday mom, ag 
in Pungo, and 6-year-old Lai - 
Dail's playing around her fan i . , 
produce stand while her mom a 
aunt stock shelves with basic 
of strawberries. Suddenly, ?h. 
looks up and sounds the alarm. 

"Customer alert!" she cal!s, 
signaling to her elders that a 
southbound car has pulled into 
the paildng lot. 

Laura's doing her part to help 
her family prepare for an 
onslaught of suburban daytrippers 
sedcing the plump, red berries. 

It's no wonder that she knows 
her job so well. She's the third 
generation of the Burroughs 
family to work at the produce 
stand and the seventh to raise 
strawberries and vegetables in the 
rich Princess Anne County soil. 

On this sunny, windy day her 
grandfather, Joe Burroughs, is 
busily directing customers who 
come to Pungo Produce, while 
his daughters, Laurie Clinton and 
Tammy Dail, sell benies and 
homemade preserves inside the 
stand.

Burroughs, who grew up less 
than half a mile from where the 
stand now is, says this 
intersection at the Pungo 
stoplight, catches a lot of u^ffic. 

"It's the last intersection going 
south," he said, and produce 
fanners who used to ship their 
crops to New York now have a 
ready market from both New 
York tourists and locals who 
come here to buy them. 

Right now, he's gearing up for 
the Pungo Stfawberry Festival, 
scheduled for Memorial Day 
weekend. That festival drew 
180,000 people to downtown 
Pungo in search of fun and 
berries last year. 

This year, the festival's featured 
on the Internet, so potential 
visitors from all over the world 
can learn about it. 

Despite its growing 
reputation as a tourist mecca, 
Pungo's still a quieter place than 
it was in his youth. Burroughs 
maintains. 

"Pungo's the in place to come 
to right now," he said, "but it 
used to be its own little township 
when this was a county. There 
was a store on each one of these 
comers," he added, referring to 
each point of the Princess Anne- 
lAdian River Road intersection 
which remains the center of 
downtown Pungo. These stores 
sold clothes, groceries and 
hardware, and the town "was a 



popular place to be on Saturday." 
There was a railroad station 
near that intersection where 
farmers shipped their crops to a 
produce-hungry market in the 
northeast But somewlAlt along 
the line local farmers lost that 
market to growers in the warmer 
climates of California, Texas and 
Florida. 

Then, Hampton Roads began 
to grow, and the suburbanites 
moving into Tidewater became 
charmed by the pastoral 
countryside in southern Virginia 
Beach. Tourists discovered 
Sandbridge, then Pungo, and the 
pick-your-own produce business, 
which has been around for about 
30 or 40 years, really bejgan to 
boom. 

"It was a real hard-core thing 
years ago," said Tammy. 

She explained that in the eariier 
days, most pickers were seasoned 
locals. Now, they see people who 
have never been in a field before, 
arrive with no containers to put 
the suawbcrries in, and need a lot 
of guidance. 

Tammy and her family, 
who have run the produce stand 
for five years, are always ready to 
assist these novices. 

"We get some interesting 
people here," she said. "We're 
always giving directions to 
Sandbridge or Captain George's 
Restaurant, but one of the 
funniest questions we get is 'Am 
I still in Virginia Beach?' We tell 
them Virginia Beach is a suburb 
of Pungo." 

The family now farms about 
40 acres of produce on their 
Muddy Creek Road farm, but 
Tammy aays they dont^ve time 
to do much of the actual farm 
latwr themselves. Instead, they 
hire local workers so they can 
attend to the business, which is a 
dawn-to-dark process during the 
summer months. Tammy's 
husband, Bert, also works in the 
family business when he's not on 
his "real job" as a fu-eflghter at 
Norfolk International Airport 

Strawberries are the biggest 
seller right now. but May peas 
will be coming on line in a few 
days, followed by potatoes in 
June. 

"They're called Aish potatoes 
around here." Tammy joked, 
imitating the local brogue that 
sometimes becomes reminiscent 
of England. 

"Everybody called them Irish 
potatoes to distinguish them 
from sweet potatoes, and 
somehow over the years the TC 
got dropped from 'Irish' and they 
became 'Aish.' People look at 
you like they don't know what 
you're talking about, but that's a 
local thing." she added. 

Later this summer the 
Burroughs will offer tomatoes, 
peppers, cucumbers and other 
summer vegetables. 

Despite the publicity the 
strawberries receive, tomatoes are 
really their main stock in trade. 
Tammy said. The family sells to 
wholesalers who keep the local 
restaurants supplied. 

"There's really a market here 
for tomatoes, because most of the 
tomatoes come from up on the 
Eastern Shore, and those are 
really small operations up there."

The $907,769,997 operating 
budget for 1996-97 adopted by city 
council this week is $9,884,259 
larger than die budget pnqxtsed by 
City Manager James K. Spore as 
the result of amendments macte by 
city couiKil. 

At the same time council 
approved a coital improvement 
budget iat the year of $99,637,627. 
also increased over the i»x)posed 
budget of $98,075,071. with the 
total six-year capital programs 
adopted at $1,009,248,440. up frtrni 
$1,007,685,884. 

Included in the operating budget 
is a real estate tax increase of 3.2 
cents per $100 valuation, which 
Spore said was necessary to make 
up for past problems in the school 
system. The school system had 
asked for additional funds that 
would have required a 12 cent tax 
increase. The new tax rate, $1.22 
per $100 valuaticm. will be in eff^t 
diffing the 1997 fiscal yew. 

The budget was acbpted Tu^day 
by a vote (tf 9-1 with councilman 
Robert K. Dean dissenting. 
Councilwoman Nancy Parker was 
abs«iL 

Deui said thm while he su ppo rt ed 
many diings in the budget, he couM 
not suf^xirt the tcMal bud^t wid) 
the 3.2 cent tax inciaae. He cited 
figures on the iKHMBes in the 
budget in recent yevs and quoted 
Grover Cleveland on "ruthle» 
exkxtiQn,"

vote on the budget during his four 
years (xi council — he lost his seat 
to fwiner council member Reba 
McClanan in the May election — 
and he is going out as fiscally 
oxiservative as he came in.

Tony Battaglia, an 
importer/exporter, said that the 
present structure of the tax is based 
on gross sales which iare 
unfair, especially to small 
businesses. He said it should be 
based on net profit instead. 
Battaglia said that while some 
businesses show large gross 
receipts, the margin of profit is 
very low. Also, he said.gross sales 
don't reflect the actual owners of 
brokers. 

Changes made this year are 
designed to help small businesses-a 
flat fee of $40 will be assigned 
when gross receipts are between one 
ddlar and $25,000 and$50 when the 
gross receipts are between $25,001 
and $100,000. The only difference 
in taxes in cases where gross 
receipts we above $100,000 is the 
addilkn of $50 to a percentage on 
all gross receipts. 

Council also extended from May 
1, 1997 to July I, 1997 the one 
dollv a night lodging tax which 
was originally intended to be 
reduce by half.... The tax was 
implied in September of 1995 to 
provide funds for tourism projects. 

The extension will allow council 
to consider whether the tax should 
be extended beyond the 1997 fiscal 
year.

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The lifesaving force 

It's 3 a.m. and you awake from a deep sleep 
with severe chest pain, shortness of breath, 
sweating and nausea. You have a sense of 
doom. Within minutes of your call to 9-1-1 or 
another emergency dispatcher, there is a 
trained pre-hospital team in your bedroom 
administering lifesaving medications and 
other therapies. Then they deliver you 
directly to the emergency room. 

Your 3-year-old child is choking on a piece 
of hard candy and turning blue. You 
frantically call 9-1-1 for help. The emergency 
medical services (EMS) dispatcher provides 
you with critical instructions on how to clear 
your child's airway. Your child's life is saved. 

You're on the interstate and pass a serious 
accident. You notice fire and rescue workers 
on the scene administering to the injured. You 
see the medevac helicopter whisking away a 
critically-injured patient to the nearest 
trauma center. 

We've all seen and heard of situations like 
these. They have becom# a dally occurrence 
in our lives. Msmy of us haven't had to use 
lifesaving services provided by Virginia's EMS 
system. However, most of us know someone 
who has. 

So who are the men and women who 
dedicate themselves to providing around-the- 
clock availability to these lifesaving services? 
There are some 35,000 EMS providers In 
Virginia who are certified by the Office of 
EMS for the Virginia Department of Health. 

Next week. May 19-25, we will honor them. 
Every year during National EMS Week, we 
recognize those exceptional individuals for 
their dedication in providing high-quality pre- 
hospital care and comfort to tiiose who are 
acutely ill and injured. 

Virginia's EMS cadre is made up of volunteer 
and career providers. They comprise a pre- 
hospital team that includes citizens, 
firefighters, police officers and emergency 
dispatchers. They are the foundation for the 
volunteer rescue squads, volunteer and career 
fire services, law enforcement agencies, 
helicopter medevac team« ^nd 
municipal/commercial ambulance services 
that are vital links in Virginia's health care 
chain. 

EMTs are trained professionals. Whether 
volunteer- or career-oriented, they must 
satisfy state requirements for certification. 
They must complete approved courses of 
study and demonstrate their knowledge and 
skills. Emergency medical technicians are 
trained to several levels of knowledge, all 
overseen by physicians. 

May 19-25 is also Virginia Volunteer Rescue 
Squad Week. The men and women who donate 
their valuable time and services, often at the 
sacrifice of family time, are to be 
congratulated. They carry on the exceptional 
tradition of volunteerism in Virginia, which is 
alive and growing. Of particular note, the Old 
Dominion boasts the first volunteer rescue 
squad In the nation. It was founded in 
Roanoke in 1928 by Julian Wise; there is a 
national museum there to commemorate 
those first volunteers' efforts. 

But EMS providers can't do It alone. During 
this year's EMS Week celebration, the theme 
focuses on "It's Up to You" — a call for all 
Virginians to practice healthy lifestyles and 
Injury prevention, as well as get the proper 
emergency training. Citizens are encouraged 
during EMS Week to: 

■ Consult physicians for a healthy diet and 
appropriate exercise program. 

■ Practice injury prevention. Learn what you 
can go to minimize your risks and those of 
your family in the home and workplace. 

■ Leam CPR and basic first aid. 

Finally, Join together in saluting the men 
and women who make Virginia's EMS system 
so exceptional.

Democrats open a second front

Rq)resentatives James Moian,LP. 
Payne, Owen Pickett, Robert Scott 
and Rick Boucher, all Democrats of 
Virginia, have introduced legislation 
in Congress allowing local school 
boards to af)ply directly to the U.S. 
Department of Education to 
participate in Goals 2000, bypassing 
state government entirely. 

Rep. 
Norman 
Sisiskyofthe 
4th District 
was the only 
Virginia 
Democrat 
declining to 
sponsor the 
bill. Sisisky 
said he 
believes 
Gov. George 
Allen was 
wrong to de- 
cide against 
joining 
Goals 2000, 
but he 
doubted the 
federal government had the right to 
ovoride the state's decision. 

It's fair to say the chance of this 
bill becoming law befoit the aid of 
the 104th Congress is very slim. But 
this fact weighed as little in the 
calculations of those behind the bill 
as the $6.7 million the state is said to 
be eligible for under it would weigh 
in the cost of operating Virginia 
schools. It's the politics that matter 
and Demooats may be scoring some 
points among dimwits. 

As their media blitz unfolded, I 
happened to catch a local news rea- 
der of the Ken and Barbie School of 
Journalism refer to the "millions" in 
federal money the governor was 
refusing to take. Technically correct, 
of course, but hardly inf(»mative. 

Let's do it one last time. $6.7 mil- 
lion, even if we qualified for it, 
represents less than one-tcnUi of one 
percent of what Virginia now speads 
on its publk schools in a single year. 



In fact, it would suffice to operate 
them for just over an hour! Yes, if we 
assume the schools cerate seven 
hours a day for the entire legal 
calendar of 180 days, which is 
dubious, it comes to 1,260 hours. 
Dividing that flgure into the some 
$7.4 billion we now spend pves you 
$5,873,000 an hour, or $97^83 a 
minute. So, the $6.7 million in "firee" 
federal money buysabout69minutes 
of public education in Virginia. 

We might also note the state's 
1 996-98 budget contains an increase 
of $600 mMoR in state fuiuls to 
support public schools. The increase 
in local funds over the same period 
won't be much less. 

It's also worth saying one more 
time the Goals 2000 money wasn't 
in tended by Congress to take the i^e 
of customary state spending. The law 
intoids that it be used to implement a 
statewide school-improvement plan 
approved by the U.S. Department of 
Education. No such plan was submit- 
ted. 

While the 280-page act is verbose, 
its puipose is plainly stated in the 
preamble: 'To improve learning and 
teaching by providing a national 
firamewc^ fta education reform..." 
Note well the word "natiomd," it 
appctas many times in the act. It 
creates, among other things, a 
National Education Goals Panel, a 
National Education Standards and 
Improvement Council, a National 
Skills Standards Board and the 
National Education Research Policy 
and Priorities Board. 

This goes to the heart of Allen's 
refusal to enlist Virginia in Goals 
2000. He bdieves the relatively small 
federal contribution to public-school 
fiinding does notjustify any nationally 
directed school policy. And he has 
nnaicted words with deeds by making 
a Virginia school-improvement plan 
one of his first priorities. 

It is certainly a fact that the mood 
of the |»^esait Congress is hostile to 
the notion of imposing larger federal 
mandates on the states. If the House 



Republican majority had its way. 
Goals 2000 would have been 
strangled in the cradle. But the 
readiness of Messrs. Moran, Payne, 
etc. to introduce Goals 2000 in 
Virginia — over the objections of the 
governor and the state board of educa- 
tion — gives a taste of what a more 
liberal Congress might do. 

Sec. 4 of Article Vffl of the Virgi- 
nia Constitution says, "The general 
supervision of the public school 
system shall be vested in a Board of 
Education...to be ai^inted by the 
Governor." Sec. 5 states, even more 
explicitly, "Subject to the ultima^ 
authority of the General Assembly, 
the Board shall have primary re^xm- 
sibility for effectuating the educatio- 
nal policy set fmh in this Article..." 

Assembly Democrats and the Vir- 
ginia Education Association dearly 
love these provisions when they 
sanction decisions of the legislature 
telling local school divisions what 
they must do. But thi^t, policy 
represents the decision of tlie people 
of Virginia, expressed in areferendum 
on the new Constitution in 1970, and 
desoves to be respected. 

When assembly Democrats attem- 
pted to bypass the plain language of 
the Constitution to allow local school 
boards to decide whether Virginia 
joined Goals 2000, Allen vetoed it 
House Democrats tried to override 
that veto but fell 10 votes shy of 
success. No vote was taken in the 
state Senate. 

Unimpressed by the proper func- 
tioning of our state Constitution, these' 
five congressmen have told us, in so 
many words, "We know best and will 
doitour way."Thatthis action would 
be applauded, perh^ ins[nred, by 
some state legislates and Lt Gov. 
Don Beyer — who presumably took 
an oath to uphold tte Constitution of 
Virginia — is the last won! (this 
w^) in the domain of the contem- 
ptible.

As his time on earth grew short, I 
would see him at Aide's Restaurant 
on Centerville Turnpike Road, his 
favorite eatingplace.

John revered his mother. In 1992, 
he published an autobiography titled, 
"My Mother Was a Lady."

Virginia Beach's resident jack-of-all- 
trades, the retired Civil Service plant 
estimator/supervisor never met a project he 
couldn't accomplish — especially when it 
comes to woodworking. The ones to reap die 
benefits of his time and talents are family 
and close friends. 

"See what you can accomplish with your 
retirement!" declared Libick's wife of 45 
yeffis, Peggy, genUy swaying up and down 
in a gli(ter-rocter made especially for her. 

That's not die only diing in Htx, couple's 
Old Princess Anne Road home that Libick 
made. Just about every piece of furniture — 
from the ornate entertainment center with 
attached display cabinets for Peggy's doll 
collection, to die quietly ticking grandfadier 
clock in the living room — were made by 
Libick's skilled hands. 

Despite the fine craftsmanship and 
flawless finish of his pi«:es, surprisingly he 
never had a minute of training! Many 
visitors to die Libicks' home simply can't 
believe Uie 70-year-old mast»fully creates 
the furniture in his garage. But that's just 
what Libick has been doing since his 
retirement in 1980. 

"I was just wanting somediing to do," he 
explained. "I wanted to keep busy." 

Libick first bought a woodworking kit, but 
wasn't challenged by it. There wasn't a diing 
in die kit diat's he couldn't do by himself, so 
he's been on his own ever since. 

Peggy can't help but boast about her 
husband's talents. 

"I don't know of a job diat he's ever 
wanted to do diat he couldn't," she smiled. 
"You've heard of a jack-of-all-trades? Well, 
he's number one, top of the list, from 
building this house himself on up!" 

The first project Libick ever tackled 
without a kit was the china cabinet that sits 
in the dining room. Peggy had been wanting 
one for a long time, but the one she 
specifically liked at die ^re wouldn't fit die 
space allotted. Libick undertook making one 
himself, only on a smallo' scale, using wood 
that he had stored away years earlier. 

"I went down to Edenton, oh. about 30 
years ago ai^ bought two pickup loads of 
wood — black walnut and cherry. Our sons' 
Scoutmaster widi me. He went with me and 
said, "What did you buy diat junk for?' But I 
anticipated that some day Fd do somediing 
wiUi it," he said. 

That wood is long gone now, and Libick 
has bought many truckloads since then. He 
prefers to purchase his wood "green and 
rough," or unfinished, and let it cure for 
several years. It's a great cost-saving 
measure. 

As for an opinion of her husband's furniture 
versus the store-bought kind, there is no 
comparison. Peggy is understandably biased 
about the qaulity, and it is certainly 
warranted. Shoddy craftsmanship just isn't in 
his vocabulary. 

"Most everything you see in the stores 
nowadays is veneer, but what I've got h^e is 
solid wood. I always believed that if you're 
going to do somediing, you should do it 
right," he explained. 

In die 16 years that he has been crafting 
furniture, Libick has tackled just about every 
project imaginable. In dieir home alone he 
made the entertainment center, beds, a 
grandfadier clock, a whole bedroom suite, 
Peggy's rocking • chair, wall shelves, 
sconces, tables, a stereo cabinet, china 
cabinet, spice rack, bread box, jewelry case, 
trash can, bathroom vanities and various 
picture fram». 

One might say his Specialty is gr^dfather 
clocks. Libick has made 10 uid given mos! 
to his children and grandchilcken. Altlraugh 
die work is strictly his own, he does nlmit to 
getting ideas for pieces during visits to 
furniture stores. Then, he comes home, drafts 
the designs and gets to woric in his little 
shop out back. 

"I'm out diere most of die time. She w<Hi't 




let me stay in the house!" he smiled. 
"Actually, I enjoy it out diere — except for 
die sawdust." 

But Libick isn't bound to his work. The 
good thing about his hobby is diat because 
he's his own boss, diey can drop evcrydiing 
and go on a trip with a moment's notice. 
That's one reason he refuses to sell his 
pieces. He gives away absolutely everydiing. 
Libick doesn't want to be under obligation to 
any schedules or individuals. But that 
doesn't mean he dislikes what he does. 

"He lives it." Peggy said. "He's a 
workaholic; that's what I tell everyone. I bet 
he's out diere 95 percent of die time." 

Libick just likes the fact that he's 
accomplishing something worthwhile and 
that the fruits of his labor make others smile. 

"My daddy used to uMI us boys. 'You can 
do anything anyone else can do. unless it 
takes more education that you've got. It 
might take you twice as long, but you can 
do it,'" Libick reminisced. "Patience is all it 
takes."

Tips for spring 



There's a reascm why there's a 
spring. Not only does it provide a 
respite from the winter-wearies, it 
also allows breathing qjace before 
the onslaught of summn- teat 

And if it werai't for sping when 
would we do spring dewing. 

Spring has sprung 

Spring is the season fo' sjaucing 
up, fixing up, and goierally taking 
stock. After a long, hard winia, 
even the best-maintained home can 
hxk a litde weiohcr-beatai. 

Now is the time to check the in- 
sulation around doors and windows 
— particularly attic windows - 
and replace weatherstripping and le- 
caulk as necessary. 

Check attic insulation to make 
sure it's adequate. If your rooms 
were drafty and chilly last winter, 
you can bet you'll bidce this sum- 
mer. 

If your home is air conditioned, 
conduct a pre-summer systems 
check of your equipment. Dirty fil- 
ters will prevent the efficient heat 
transfer process, so remove and 
wash them. 

Check exposed coils to make 
sure they're free of debris such as 
pine needles, dirt or cat hair. In 
window units that are permanently 
installed, check drain lines to make 
sure that wal^ is draining poperly. 

Inside and outside cooling fans 
should be v^uumed. If any vents 
are bent, straighten them with a 
pencil. 

Outdoor central air conditioning 
units ^ould have been covered in 
winter and should be checked for 
dirt or debris before using. 

If you need additional cooling 
power, check with your local air 
conditioning specialist Among the 
factors that affect the system you 
need: The area of exposed wall; 
number and type of windows; 
amount and kind of insulation in 
the walls, floors and ceiling; type 
of siding. 

Fandango 

There are varying schools of 
thougitt regtfding the efficacy of 
ceiling fans. One group Uiinks that 
all they do is stir up hot air. 

The other group thinks they at 
least create the illusicm of a breeze, 
plus adding white noise to drown 
out summer bug sounds. 

Whatever your opinion, a diree- 
q)eed (and reverse) Casablanca ceil- 
ing fan with polished brass and 
walnut paddles rasts about $250. A 
42-inch fan will cool a room with 
dimensions up to IS x IS feet For 
larger rooms, a S2-inch Can woria 
best. 

Whole-house fans are extremely 
effective in cooling houses and cir- 
culating air on all but the hottest 
days. They are usually installed in 
an attic floor, although they can be 
installed in a wall, gable or win- 
dow. 

Whole-house fans are normally 
operated at night when outsi(te air is 
cooler \hm air inside the house. 

Chill Out 

Another way to prepare the house 
foi the coming heat is to summer-

As spring rains give way to 
summer bie^es, it betimes evident 
to home owners that winter has 
taken its toll. 

Paint is peeling hom windows, 
shutters and fences. Gutters and 
(fownqxMits are ready to give away. 
Lawn furniture, hastily stored in the 
fall, is in dire need of repair. 

Among the easiest do-it-yourself 
Tcpnat jobs you can tapkle is paint- 
ing. 

Next comes general refurbishing. 
If the aluminum welds on your 
storm windows and door frames 
have failed, it's an easy matter to 
fix them. 

Using a rivet gun, drill the nec- 
essary number of one-and-one-third- 
inch holes along the joint to be re- 
paired. 

Be certain to go all the way 
through both thicknesses of metal. 
(A hole every four inches should be 
sufficient) Use one-and-one-third- 
inch shcxt aluminum rivets to make 
a neat and very strong rqnir. 

If your lawn furniture is looking 
shabby, it's a simple, if tedious, 
matter to rqilace the worn webbing. 

Rolls of weblMig are available at 
any lawn furniture store. Simply 
follow the directions on the pack- 
age. 

More stately mansions 

Sometimes spring cleaning iiin't 
enough to satisfy the urge for new 
surroundings, liie next step, short 
(tf moving, is remodding. 

The two major areas that lend 
themselves to renovation are the 
kitchen and the bathroom.

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Shelter launches effort to 
help others help themselves 

Walkathon set 
for this weekend

The bright pink flyer reads "Lend 
A Hand — Help the Homeless." 

It advertises Walkathon '96. a 
fund raiser to be held on Sunday 
from 1 - 3:30 p.m. to benefit the 
Judeo-Christian Outreach Center. 

In bold black letters, it declares 
the starting point of the 5K walk as 
the boardwalk and 31st Street and 
promises a commemorative T-shirt 
with a paid pledge card or minimuni 
donation of $25. 

The man at the other end of that 
flyer is Dick Powell, the center's 
executive dircctw, who oversees the 
shelter for homeless people on 
Virginia Beach Boulevard near 
BirdneckRoad. 

Powell sits in his office, fully 
furnished by donated items, with 
board member Greg French. 

This weekend's walkathon. they 
explain, is what helps them to keep 
the shelter open with beds fw 50 
people and nighdy dinner for about 
100. 

But most importantly, it will 
support a new 40- by 80-foot 
education center with a computer 
lab, library and meeting rooms used 
to teach l^e skills. 

The new building will cost 
$120,000. and almost $50,000 has 
been raised. 

"It started out 10 years ago as a 
feeding ministry only and it has 
grown because we were able to see 
there was a need through feeding the 
homeless and indigent people," said 
Powell. "In December of 1986, we 
opened the first dieltcr, which was 
the women's shelter, which was and 
still is the only single women's 
shelter in the Tidewater area." 

Three to four months later, a 
single men's shelter was opened 
which, he noted, was unique 
because residents didn't just stay 
overnight now and then. It was 
more. 

"We gave them the opportunity 
to get their lives back together, go 
into substance abuse programs, job 
training, mental health programs, 
kind of whatever their needs were," 
said Powell. "We tried to fill those 
so that they couM get back on their 
feet and become productive citizens 
again." 

Now, the shelter, which has 34 
beds for single men and 16 for 
single women and families, has a 
40-p»cent success rate. That is due 
to the rigid set of rules the r^idents 
must follow. 



"TTiey must have a job to stay 
here," said French. "This Is not a 
free ride program. We are not city 
state or federally run, though we do 
get some support" 

The only requirement is that 
residents have a picture I.D., are 
willing to wmk and, if needed, get 
into a rehabilitation program. ' 

"We require that they save their 
money," Powell explained. 

Every payday, they sit down with 
one of Uie counsellors at the centa 
and work out a budget. The 
importance of saving money is 
stressed so that the person can build 
up enough to eventually find a 
place to live and a steady job and 
make it on their own in the outside 
world, 

Powell remembers a perfect 
example of this: a man who, under 
bad circumstances, became stranded 
in Virginia Beach with no money, 
clothing or a place to stay. 

"He has a brother or relative in 
Atlanta and he worked for three 
months and went back," Powell 
noted. "He had a college educatimi." 

When he left the center, he had 
saved up enough money to buy a 
ticket to fly to Atlanta and had 
gotten back on his feeL 

Powell said that there is always 
work available for the residents. In 
fact, there are sometimes so many 
positions open that they cannot fill 
them all. 

Some of them work at the thrift 
shop next door to the center, which 
is also staffed with former residents. 

"It's just now beginning to 
restore money to the shelter in 
funding," said French. 

"It took about two years to pay 
back into the thrift store. Now it's 
beginning to make a small return of 
about $500 per month. The people 
that staff the store learn retail skills 
,and display merchandise and they 
run the cash register and stock 
inventtvy in and out" 

While people associate the thrift 
store with the shelter, the most 
prominent project at the shelter is 
the nightly meal. 

Three-hundred-sixty-four nights 
per year — Christmas dinner is 
served at Operation Blessing — 
Judeo-Christian Outreach Center 
Services SCTves supper at 6 p.m. 

There are about 70 groups clubs 
that make up the organization and 
each takes a turn at serving diimer. 
Once a year the clubs, which 
represent various church, 
neighborhood or service groups, are 
asked to sign up on a calendar for 
nights throughout the year. Powell 
said there are only two nights 
available from now through the end 
of the year, reserved for groups that 



want to become involved and 
participate. 

"Every night we feed between 80 
and 110 people." said Powell. 
"They're not all residents here. 
Many are indigent people in the 
neighborhood. We're surrounded by 
Section 8 Housing and mobile 
home parks." 

There are many children in the 
area, and one of the cento's newest 
project has earned acclaim from the 
Virginia Educati(» Association. 

The pilot program, called Kids 
Club, involved eight children from 
Codce Elementary School coming 
in one day each week to receive 
help with their homework from 
local volunteers (not residents). 

"It went very well," said Powell. 
He remembered one skeptic board 
member who headed up the program 
from its inception. 

"She was all doom and gloom in 
the beginning that it wasn't going 
to work," Powell mused. "Now it's 
something she's very excited about. 
She's like one of the kids, so 
enthusiastic. We won an award, 
Whole Village Award from 
VEA/NEA, and she came in here so 
excited with the plaque you'd think 
she just won a million dollars!" 

Aside from the educational 
program, there is something going 
on nearly every night of the week at 
the shelter — Narcotics 
Anonymous meetings, Bible study, 
church meetings. 

FcM" this weekend's walkathon, 
Powell and French said they hope 
that each of the 70 organizations 
that serve meals and are a part of 
the shelter will send at least 10 
walkers. 

Each individual must have a 
minimum $25 pledge card in order 
to receive a commemorative T- 
shirt, but they don't have to be a 
member of one of the 70 active 
clubs. 

People can be walkers and not be 
part of the organization," said 
French. "We like freelance 
walkers." 

In fact, the $25 can be a single 
donation, rather than a list of 
pledges. It is up to the walker. 

"Sloppy Joe's (Restaurant) issued 
a challenge to all the other 
restaurants on the boardwalk to 
raise as much as w more than their 
bartenders are being sponsored by 
their customers," French added. 

The walk will begin at 31st 
SU'eet and end at 4th Street, which 
is nearly a 5K route.

Local doctor answers common 
questions on breech pregnancy

Breech pregnancies often raise 
many question from patients. 
Following are answers to some of 
those most frequently asked. 

■ What is a bre«;h pregnancy? 

A breech pregnancy is one in 
which the baby presents in any 
other position than the head down, 
or vertex position. This 
presentation of the baby occurs in 3 
to 4 percent of all labors. This 
position is commonly assumed by 
the fetus during the early stages, 
especially those less than 32 weeks, 
where it is noted to be present in 7 
percent of all pregnancies. At 28 
weeks gestation, it is noted to be 
present in 25 percent of all 
pregnancies. The more premature 
the pregnancy when labor is 
initiated, the more likely it is to 
present in a breech position. 

■ What are some of the risk 
factors of a breech deliv^ng? 

There have been many thoughts 
and discussions over the appropriate 
method of delivery of a breech 
presentation, the patient must be 
fully informed as to the potential 
risks, no only to the baby, but also 
to herself before a vaginal delivery 
is attempted There may be tears or 
lacerations of the cervix or vagina 
and of the external genital organs, 
resulting in significant blood loss 
at the time of delivery. 

For the baby there is the 
possibility of injury for a breech 
delivery, since this is a more 
difficult delivery. With the buttocks 
and stomach being delivered pricv to 
the baby's head, there is the 
possibility of a lack of oxygen to 
the baby, difficulty in delivering the 
baby's head, as well as'neck and 
arm injuries. The success of a 
breech delivery can be affected by 
the amount of experience of the 



obstetrician. 

When a breech presentation 
presents in labor, the complication 
rate of fetal death is up to 16 times 
that of a cesarean section. Other 
complications include increased 
birth u^uma, spinal cord injuries an 
prematurity. To avoid these risks, 
most breech infants are delivered by 
cesarean section. 

■ What is a cesarean section? 

A cesarean section is the removal 
of die baby through an incision in 
the lower part of the mother's 
abdomen. In today's obsteuics it is 
a very common and safe procedure. 
Before attempting a vaginal breech 
delivery, certain criteria should be 
established. The mother must have 
delivered a previous infant 
vaginally, be in labor and 
progressing normally, and have 
adequate room in the pelvis. 

The baby must be term, 
weighing no more than eight 
pounds by estimate. Breech vaginal 
deliveries should be attempted only 
in facilities that are equipped with 
experiences attendants, immediately 
available, to assist with rapid 
cesarean births. Appropriate 
prenatal care throughout the 
pregnancy should determine an 
abnormal presentation, especially in 
die last month leading up to the due 
date.

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City OK's first resort 
area parlcing garage

The city will get its first reswt 
area multi-level parking gari^e 
under a public^rivate partnership 
involving the closure of 8th Stre« 
between Atlantic and Pacific 
Avenms. 

The garage will be constructed on 
the block adjacent to the north side 
of gth Sffeet between Atlantic and 
Pacific Avenues. 

City council last week apjnoved 
the closure (the purchase price is 
estimated at between $250,000 and 
$300,000) and a lease agreement 
with Virginia Beach/South Parking 

Under terms of the 20-year lease 
the city will have 610 of the 835 
paricing sp^es. Charles and Vmie 
Burlage, hotel owners who own the 
prqierty adjoining 8th Street, will 
be entitled to the remaining spaces 
in the parking facility. 

The city will pay the developer 
VB/South Parking. $853,210 each 
year for the first ten years with the 
payments inaeasing 10 percent in 
the 1 1th year and five percent in the 
16th year. The city also will be 
responsible for its pro-rata share of 
die real estate taxes on the garage 
and the developer will be 
responsible for maintaining and 
repairing the garage. Colonial 
Puking will manage the garage. 

The city will receive all paricing 
revenues generated from the garage. 
If the garage is not built the closure 
will be voided. 

The Oceanfront Resort Area 
Concept Plan includes centralized 
multi-purpose parking lots and 
garages located near the key 



entrance points to the area, of 
which the location of the gvage is 
one. 

The parking garage will have 
three levels and the Biv lages plan to 
build shops in the lower level. The 
225 sp^»s for the landowner are 
approximately the umber of spaces 
the Buriages are giving up and are 
the number of spaces required to 
meet code requirements for their 
establishments. 

Rick Matthews, representing 
VB/South Parking, said that the 
$7.5 million project will give the 
city quality public parking, at half 
the cost if it were (tone as a city 
project. 

Douglas D. Ellis, a |ffincipal of 
Ellis Gibson Development Groups 
and of VB/South Parking, said that 
the property is being purchased at 
half the market value and will be 
the first private/professionally 
operated park in the city. 

Beryl Saunders, architect for the 
project, said the building will be 
con^nicied of pre-cast concrete and 
will use glass enclosures to 
heighten visibility wd safety. 

Councilman Robot K. Dean said 
that he thought the city should 
locate a garage at 24th StttM, that 
he liked the idea but "hope we don't 
have just a dull-looking facility. 

City Manager James K. Spore 
said that efforts will be made to 
mark the facility as public. 

The street closure and lease were 
approved by a vote of 8-0 with 
councilmen W.W.Harrigon Jr. and 
Vice Mayor William D. Sessoms 
Jr. abstaining because of possible 
conflicts. 



History repeats itself 
with 'Legends of Beach' 

Francis Land House 
brings the past to 
local lure buffs

Each of 
Uiese characters was portrayed last 
week at the Francis Land House in 
its "Legends of the Beach" ptognm, 
in honor of the museum's 10th 
anniver^oy. 

Visitors wandered the grounds of 
the historic home, stopping to 
listen to tte stories of the city's 
legends. Many of the visiters woe 
third-graders who have been 
studying Virginia's history in 
school 

Others, however, were just 
curiosity seekers who noti^d an 
Indian village replica, complete 
with Native Americans smoking 
meat over a fire on the front lawn, 
and decided to check it out 

"Our mission at Francis Land 
House is educaticMi. Hmt's what we 
do, is educate the public," said 
Vicki Harvey, {ROgram qjecialist at 
the museum. "Aiujther |»rt of our 
mission is to tell the history of 
Virginia Beach and that's what we're 
doing Uffiighu" 

The puipose of "Legends of the 
Beach," she explained, wis to give 



people a taste of local history. 

"I hope they want to come 
because they can walk through 
several hundred years of history and 
I hope they would want to show 
their children," said Harvey. "TTiis 
is the history of where they live." 

Upon entering the front walk of 
the Francis Land House, onlookers 
came upon a Powhatan Indian 
living village. 

Richard Red Hawk McGowan and 
his mother, Shirley Little Dove 
Custalow McGowan. showed some 
of the means of survival, including 
food, clothing and shelter. 

I like to keq) die hoitage and the 
way of life that used to be, going." 
said Richard. "I explain to them 
about the way of life and the 
different artifacts we have and the 

difference between then and now. 
There's a lot of those." 

Behind die Indian display loomed 
the Francis Land House itself. 

The home was built by wealthy 
plantation owner Rancis Laml circa 
1760. 

Paul Lankford played the [»rt of 
Land and greeted visitors as they 
walked through the spacious 
property. Land's wife, Elizabeth 
Mcseley Land, was p(Htrayed by 
Sandy Craig. She greeted people as 
they entered the house f(»' a lour. 

Molly Kratt, who returns to the 
museum every year to pose as as 
Grace Sherwood, talked about the 
life of the Witch of Pungo as she 
stood outside beside the house.

Thorow^jod 
(early 
spelling), a 
younger son 
of an 

An.glican 
Vicar, was 
born in 1(504 
in Grimston 
Parish. En- 
gland. He 
sailed to 
Virginia in 
1621 at age 
17 as the in- 
^ntured ser- 
vant of Ed- 
ward Waters 
of Elizabeth 
City Shire. 
He com- 
I^etedhisthiee-yearindentiBein 1624 
and returned to England and married 
Sarah Oflley, the IS-year old daugh- 
ter of a well-to-do merchant of Lon- 
don and returned with her to the New 
Worid. 

Crossing the Atlantic Ocean i<x 
the third time, Adam served in the 
House of Burgesses fron Elizi^th 
City during 1629. He owned 200 
acitsd'land.In 1628. he began ikying 
(with dK hdp of his wife's dowry) 
lot the innqxxtation to Virginia of 
otfiN English tiKn and worooi. In 
163S, he petitioned for a grant of 
S3S0 acres of land, basing his claim 
upon a SO-acre "headright" for each 
of the lOS pec^le he had brought to 
theNewWorU. 

The then Gov. West graited him 
the S3S0 acres md he becanw one of 
the firft permanent rodents of die 
future Princess Anne County. Adam 
and Sarah had four children. One 
s(Hi, Adam n (called Colonel) and 
dvee daughters, Sttah, Elizab^ fflid 
Anne. The first Advn Throughgood, 
before his ^itth m 1640 at a^ 36, 
had held masx of the lead»ship posts 
then availaMe. 

When he died the first parish 
church, Lynnhaven Parish, was un- 
der construction or justompl^ed cm 
land he had dontfed and he had iHult 
his couittry eaate lo nearly 7,000 
aocs.

The theory seems to run that the 
first Adam built a Manca- nantatkm 
House and when his first son mar- 
ried, the iKHise now known as the 
Adam Ttoroughgood House was 
built fcH' him and his family. When 
his motho' Smah died. Having been 
left the Manor House until her death 
by his fadier, Cotonel Adam (U) and 
his family moved into the Nbnor 
house. Jdin the second son of Adam 
I and Sarah, with his wife, Margaret 
Lawson, daughter of Colonel 
Anthony Lawson, chose to live in die 
smaller house vacated by Adam n. 

The Adam ThMcni^i^xxl House 
is (4^»g, 46-feet-by-20-fett, seven 
inches dwve die w^er t^le. The 
trade walls of die house, front and 
back, are eight-feet-two-inches from 
die water table to eaves. The house 
has gable eiKls widi boUi gables and 
east bmt wall laid in Engli^ bond 
construf^km — bricls laid in alter- 
nate rows widi aO the l»icks long 
sides (stretclxrs) exposed and dioi 
followed by a row with just tfK short 
t»ick ends exposed (hoi^^).

Willard C. SmiUi is what you'd call a 
"take charge" kind of guy. 

Widi drill instructor-like tenacity, he 
drives students to succeed. Yet lurking under 
diis ex-military man's tough-as-nails exterior 
is a heart of gold diat wants to s^ others do 
dieir best — and they do dirough die Better 
Employment uid Training for America 
program he ovoaees. 

Heading up BETA Cotp.'s free Virginia 
Beach-based air conditioning/refrigeration 
technology training program. Smith likes to 
call himself "die motivator" — and diat he 
is. From recruitment to counseling to job 
placement, he takes no guff from students 
and potenUal candidates. They had better be 
on time, well groomed and respectful, as 
diey would in the real worid, and do dieir 
best to study hard. There are no exceptions. 

It's a privilege, not a right, to be chosen 
for die 16-wMk training program. Sponsored 
by die Soudieastem Virginia Job Training 
Administration, candidates are generally 
economically-disadvantaged youths, those 
receiving public assistance or dislocated 
workers. Classes meet at Tidewater 
Community College's Virginia Beach 
campus, and a transportation stipend is 
provi(ted for diose who qualify. 

"Once we decide to place diem in die 
program, I am their counselor, mom, dad, 
aunt, uncle, brother, sister, the whole nine 
yards. If diey have any personal problems, 
we'll discuss them. If diey have a court 
iqq)earance, I'll try to continue diem. If they 
have a physician's appointment, I'll try to 
alter it I also instruct a 40-hour block on 
employment skills, resume writing, job 
search techniques, interview techniques and 
some personal grooming. Then, I'm 
responsible for the job placement aspect; I'm 
die person who beats the bushes trying to 
find diem a job," Smidi said. 

He is a firm believer that idle hands are 
the devil's work and doesn't mind offering 
folks a helping hand to get their lives on 
track. 

"But I'm hard," Smidi admitted. "These 
are federal dollars — your tax dollars and 
my tax dollars. I believe diat die feds should 
get more bang for dieir buck, so to speak. I 
have a standing rule diat if you miss more 
than three days of class I can terminate you 
from the program. 

"I do not tolerate tardiness ddier, dioe is 
no teaaoa for it unless diere is a b$»«y(lde 
excuse. I give them three bites of the iqiple, 
so to spaik. It's at my discretion if I feel 
you're abusing the privilege. Often tiroes 
people will come back widi a chip on their 
shoulder. You have to have a positive 
attitude in wder to participate. The number 
oae priority is diat you're willing to wortc in 
tlw industry once you're done." 

From a soicdy-regimented background (he 
has scived in the Air Force, Navy and 
worked for the Virginia Beach and Suffolk 
sheriffs offices). Smith's experience helps 
keep his students in line. But he's not all Mr. 
Tough Guy. 

"I've always been the type of person who 
likes to help somebody. A lot of times 
someone just needs that exua prompting. If 
you can help somebody, you will reap your 
rewards latn on. That's the problem with 
today's society — people are too busy look 
out for 'self.' I tell all my students to go out 
in their neighborhood, find one youngster, 
male w female, and talk to them about the 
career you're involved in. Perhaps they'll be 
interested in pursuing diat career. 

"We have so many unemployed youths 
standing around one the comer doing 
nodiing. If we can pull two or duee of those 
guys off the street comer, in 10 or 12 years 
you may have a successful businessman. 
They need a helping hand to guide them in 
die right direction." 

Few are beyond hope. 

"I have graduated probably about nine ex- 
offenders who were in Virginia Beach 
Corrections Center,' he explained. 

Once accepted into the free BETA 
training, students must expect to work hard. 
About 7S to 80 percent of die time is spent 
on classroom instruction, widi die remainder 
in "hands-on" study. Instruction include 
theory, design, practical application and 
servicing/installation techniques for 
industrial, commercial and residential 
equipment. 

"lliere are two ways you can get into this 
industry," Smith said. "You can go widi die 
mobile HVAC companies whose uiKks you 
see, or you can go into the building 
maintenance area. It all depends m what an 
individual wants to do and the skills diat he 
or she pos^sses. We're always looking for 
good quality candidates. And it's free, 
I»ovi(^ you fall widiin a ceitain income

Start remodeling with 
a refinishing project 



If you don't have the money or 
inclination to do a remodeling pro- 
ject, why not start small with a re- 
finishing project? 

According to a national survey, 
approximately one in five con- 
sumers has uckled an interior wood 
finishing project in the past year. 

Wood furniture refinishing was 
more prevalent than larger pojects 
such as woodw(^cArim. Oocss, mid 
paneling. 

When asked to describe the type 
of project completed most recently, 
60 percent cited furniture such as 
cabinets, tables, dressers, bookcases 
and chairs. 

You dcMi't have to be an expert to 
repair everyday furniture. 

Among the tips for bringing new 
life to furniture are: 

■ To remove white rings left by 
glasses m hot dishes, buff furniture 
with a SO/SO mixture of tocNhpaste 



and baking soda on a damp cloth. 
Whra the spcA is gone, buff with a 
dry cotton ck)th to restore luster. 

■ Fill scratches in wood with 
crayons. Prepare by tying a nail to 
a pencil. Heat the nail over a can- 
dle, then wipe the soot from the 
nail. Pick a crayon close to the 
wood's color and hold it to the 
heated nail. The crayon will melt 
into the scratch. Let the crayon cool 
one hour. Then take a credit card 
and gently scrape away the excess. 

■ To clean furniture, Formby 
recommends mineral spirits or a 
commercial furniture cleaner, both 
available at hardware stores. Wet a 
cotton cloth with mineral spirits 
and wipe the wood thoroughly. Let 
dry and repeat if necessary. 

Once you start with your spring 
projects, it may be summer before 
you realize it.

Then the compound dries 
forming a residual barrier which 
remains effective, for sevoal days. 

Many aerosol cans provide a tong 
plastic tube attachment that allows 
spplication of the product in an in- 
accessible location, such as behind 
the refrigerator and range. 

Since household bugs live and 
breed in dark, moist places, prefer- 
ring decomposed vegetable matter, 
be sure to keep your home free of 
sack hiding places, indoors and out 

Check vegetables that are stored 
outsit the refrigerator, like pota- 
toes and onions, and discard any

that other sources might pick up 
the financing have not panned out 
yet. 

By losing the staff development 
class, the school system will be 
losing a resource that improves the 
Reading Recovery program already 
in place in some schools, but there 
is hope that some private source 
will pick it up explained Jane 
Renter, a retired teacher now 
working as a volunteer for the 
schools. 

The Reading Recovery program 
is a valued program within the 
school system which gives special 
attention to first graders with poor 
reading skills. By working with 



students in small groups or in a 
one-on-one situation, Reading 
Recovery teachers have been able to 
maricedly improve a child's reading 
and comprehension skills, so 
important to all course work, 
whether math or geography or 
science or English. 

Committed to working with 
children until they reach the avoage 
level of their class, they teach the 
children more than individual iddlls. 
They also teach them how to accept 
the responsibility for their own 
learning. 

"We have had kids go from being 
the lowest achievers to being 
gifted," said Ann Boley, the 
Reading Recovery trainer in the 
Virginia Beach system. "There may

be debates over phonetics or whole 
language, but the truth is we need it 
all." 

In a typical training year the 
teachers come for a workshop to 
learn how to administer the 
program, then come every week for 
a "Behind the Mirror" session and 
study sessions to learn the "how's" 
and "why's" of the educational 
expertise. 

Accredited through Norfolk State, 
the Reading Recovery program 
takes a year of academic study at a 
university to learn how to use the 
skill base to teach children and take 
care of administrative duties in the 
classroom. 

Reuter is the program's best fan. 

"This is the best staff 
development plan that I have seen 
and they are watching the strategies 
she's using and noting what she's 
doing," she said after videotaping 
the session. 

She explained that some of the 
teacher's simplest moves were 
intentional nudges to further 
develq) the youngster's abilities and 
self confidence in his improving 
ability to read. Allowing the child 
to pick up the book of his choice 
from a small selection was intended 
to give him a feeling of some 
control over the situation. 

"He has chosen what he's going 
to read," she said. "That's a major 
change in philosophy. He has 
ownership of the situation that 
way."

Personality conflicts eat up 
18 percent of bosses' time 



The boss as a referee? Yes — Mid 
more so today than ever before. A 
recenUy released survey found tliat 
18 percent of and executive's time

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Pot-bellied piggy 
or portly porker? 
To own one is to 
love one, some say

The pot-bellied pig, which has 
made its rounds of various cities in 
the area, has come to roost (or is 
that wallow?) in Virginia Beach. 

The pot-bellied pig is a pig, if a 
sntaller variety, but Donna I^son 
of the 900 block of Princess Anne 
Road says there is no comparison 
between a pot-bellied pig and a pig, 
the kind she works with every day. 
Paxs(Ni is a Inee^r of swine for a 
local farm. 

She bid city council at Tuesday's 
meeting that "you almost have to 
own one to love one, " in speaking 
about her pet pig. 

The issue came up when Jennifer 
Hodge of the 3900 block of Anson 
Lane was cited by the Division of 
Zoning for keeping livestock in a 
residential zoning district in 
violation of the Comprehensive 
Zoning Ordinance. 

Hodge was issued a notice of the 
violation on May 8 and since has 
received two extensions to allow 
her to remove the pig from the 
residence. She has been given a 
deadline of June 14 to remove the 

pig- 
Instead, she appealed to 
councilman W.W. Hanison Jr. for a 
hearing before council. She wants 
the city to change the ordinance so 
that she will be allowed to keq) her 
pig as a pet. 

Harrison who agreed to sponsor 
her before council, said at a 
workshop receding the council 
meeting. "I do not own a pot- 
bellied pig. I have never seen or 
UHKhed-s mM-beilied pig, " but he 
agreed to let the peofrie spsak. 

The legal department knew a 
little mcHC. 

Assistant City Attorney Vanessa 
T. Valldejuli that Viemamese pot- 
bellied pigs are swine and should be 
kept in a rural setting. This 
position has been supported by the 
veterinaria.n for the 
Commonwealth, the American 
Humane Society, the U.S. 
Department of Agriculture and the 
city's director of agriculture, Louis 
Ciillipher. 

Since 1990, she said, there have 
been six cases involving the 
keeping of pot-bellied pigs in a 
residential area. Of the six, two of 
them were prosecuted by her and in 
all of the cases, all of the pigs were 
removed fr(»n the city prior to thai 
Tookie Meyers is a Chesapeake 
veterinarian who supports the 
keeping of pigs as pets, but that 
contrary to Chr. Myers' position that 
these animals can r^eive proper 
vaccination, Dr. Sims has advised 
that there is no available vaccine for 
rabies for use in swine and 
vaccination is not permitted in 
Virginia for regulatory diseases 



which these pigs may carry. 

Cullipher expressed concern that 
the enforcement of state health 
regulations respecting pigs is made 
more difficult by reason of the fact 
that the fact that the pot-bellied 
pigs do not move through the same 
commercial and transportation 
channels as farm pigs. 

He said that the pigs also have 
behavioral and social needs such as 
rooting and wallowing and can 
attain a weight of 120 or more 
pounds. Also, the pigs have been 
kpown to bite humans and carry 
rabies, cholera and tuberculosis. 

Chesapeake has an ordinance 
which permits the pigs so long as 
they receive a rabies vaccination. 
Also, the pigs are allowed in 
Norfolk as pets. 

Neither of these cities, Valldejuli, 
consulted with Sims. 

Hodge told Council she was 
trying to find a way to have an 
ordinance which would allow her to 
keep her pet. "1 love the pets very 
much; they're clean." 

Myers asked that the city 
reevaluate its ordinance. He said the 
ordinance was written "before the 
little fellow existed.. ..They are 
exotK." 

He said there were a lot of 
differences between the pot-bellied 
pig and other pigs. His main 
concern, he said, was that people 
have not taken care of them. 

Of the fact that no medically 
approved vaccine for rabies exists 
for tlie pig, Myers said that the 
reason why the vaccine has not 
been apfnoved is monetary. He said 
that he has no dmibt that the m&tCb 
vaccine worics. 

Harrison brought up with 
criticism that it was inhumane to 
maintain a pig in an urban or 
suburban setting. 

In a cool house, Myers said, the 
pigs do not need to wallow because 
they do that to keep cool. As for 
rooting, pillows or towels serve the 
purpose. 

Harrison also pointed out that 
two neighbors object to the pigs in 
a residential district. He said they 
compare the sound emanating from 
the pigs to that of a shrieking 
woman. 

Myers said that the pigs are not 
very loud and only make noise 
when they don't like something. 

Myers said his practice extends to 
NewpOTt News and Elizabeth City. 
He is one of a few who minister to 
the pigs. He said that he thinks 
about a dozen are living as pets in 
Virginia Beach. 

Paxson said that her pet has not 
gotten into anything. It has no fleas 
or ticks, goes outside for the 
bathroom and has his own bed.

Jdm J. CadcUe was his name and 
he passed away May 23. Caddie was 
a 30-year vetnan with the United 
States Ma- 
rine Corps 
and was a 
master gun- 
nery sergeant 
upon his re- 
tirement. It 
would be 
easy to say a 
few nice 
things about 
John and let 
it go at that, 
but it is im- 
possible to do 
that in this 
case. 
John 
^^^^^^^^ Caddie was 
- die most pa- 

triotic man 
diat I have ever met He was proud of 
having served in die Marine Corps 
and had many fascinating stories to 
tell about his career. 

John was stationed at Marine Bar- 
racks, Pearl Harbw during die sur- 
prise attack by die Jiqianese Imperial 
forces on Dec. 7, 194 1 . He would tell 
about how "900 of us were out on the 
parade ground widi 0-3 rifles shoot- 
ing at the Japanese planes. We got 
three of diem." 

John was in die first offoisive ac- 
tion of World War n widi die inva- 
sion of Guadalcanal Aug. 7, 1 942. Ife 
made die landing on Iwo Jima Island 
on Feb. 19. 1945. After World War U 
he saw acticHi in Kona and, finally, 
Vietnam. 

After his retirement he started 
woridng part-time in the Chesapeake 
Sheriffs Office in the woric release 
program as a iianqx>rtation officer. 
In 1979, he was assigned the rank of 
lieutenant as the wtxk release super- 
visor. 

John Caddie's life was going well 
until diedection of Bill Clinton. Pribr 
to Clinton's Section he flew bodi the 
American and Marine Corp Flags 
outside his midence. He was proud 
of diose flags and proud of his coun- 
try — until Qinton was elected. 

His life changed dramatically. He 
lowered die American flag to half 
mast and vowed to keqi it there until 
Clinton was defeated. His wife, Betty, 
said he just finally lock it down, but 
left die Marine Corps flag still flying 
proudly. 

Did John Caddie act diis way be- 
cause he did not love his country? I 
don't believe diat to be die case. He 
just could not bring himself to accepit 
die fact diat a draft dodgo' who would 
not fight for his counQ7 would be- 
come Commander in Chief of all the 
armed forces. He had seen too much 
war and had lost too many friends to 
accqitdiaL Having served in die U.S. 
Marine Corps during World War II, I 
can undo^tand how John felt 

I do not fly a fl^ outside, but on 
my desk is a small American flag 
which I have lowered to half mast in 
honor of John Caddie, a real hero.

Lynnhaven House beckons visitors

We've sjpcken of two of the three 
oldest surviving houses in Old 
Princess Anne County, and today we 
are going to talk a little bit about the 
third. There U a controversy about 
the actual date this house was built, 
but die small hall-parlor, stoiy-and- 
half brick plantation house is one of 
the best 
preserved of 
the three. 

There was 
once a young 
man called 
James 
Wishard, 
who likely 
was related to 
the family of 
Wishard 
(Wishart) of 
Pittarrow, 
Kincardine- 
s h ire, 
Scotland. He 
was one of 28 
indentured 
servants 
-listed in a 
1654 patent 
to Capt. Thomas Willoughby. The 
Willoughby family was as prominent 
in Elizabeth River parish as the 
Thoioughgoods were in Lynnhaven 
Parish. Both families lands were 
separated only by Little Cteek. 

James Wishard married Elizabeth 
Langley around 1661 and purchased 
a tract of ISO acres at Sewell's Point 
in August 1665. Between 1672 and 
1678 he acquired by purchase and 
patent a total of 600 acres in the Little 
Creek vicinity. He lived there until 
his death in Feimiary 1679 • 80. He 
left a widow and six children: James, 
Joyce, John, William, Thomas and 
Frances. 

Upon his (teadi he left his plantation 
in Little Creek to his son William 
Wishart; to his son James, "the 
plantation whereon I now live." 

Thomas Wishard, the youngest son 
of James, Sr., marri^ Mary Kempe, 
daughter of James Kempe. The 
Kempe family estid)iished itself at 
the head of the eastern branch of 
Elizabeth River, which soon became 
known as Kempe's Landing and is 
now called Kempsville. 

In 1700. WiUiam Wishart gives by 
deed (rf gift, half of his plantation to 
his brother Thomas, saying "left me 
by my father James Wishart, lying in 
Litde Creek, the same Thomas to 
have the southeast ^at divided by a 
linerunning....fn)m apine at die head 
of a cove neare die old house." 

In 1736. William Wishart devised 
his remaining half of the plantation to 
hisnqihew Thomas andcolain slaves 
of his nq}hew Francis. 

In 1772. this Thomas, son of- 
Thomas, son of James Sr., wills to his 
son William, who in turn devises to 



brwhw TTiomas in 1783, after the 
deadi of his wife Mary, die plantation 
in LitUe Creek. In 1795, TTiomas, 
brother of William, both sons of 
Ttomas the elier, makes die deed to 
WiUiam Boush, son of Frederick 
Boush. 

Some tffoken tombs are on die right 
side of die house under cedar trees. 
One reads William Boush, 1759/ 
1854. His wife, Mary, is by his side 
1764-1822. There is a gravestone of 
Wm. F.M. Boush who dies in 1 8 16 at 
theageof25.ElizaJ.S.Walke, widow 
ofDavidWalke,daughterof William 
and Mary Boush, is also buried there. 
She died in 1884 at the age of 82 
years. 

In 1923. die house, as described 
below, and 45 acres wiUi buildings 
became Uie property of W. W. Oliver. 
In 1971, die Oliver family gave die 
house to the Association of the 
PresCTvation of Virginia Antiquities. 

At 4401 Wishart Rd. near the 
intersection of Wishart and 
Witchduck roads, sits and enchanting 
brick hou% which in die beginning 
was called die "Wishart House" but 
is now known as die "Lynnhaven 
House" due to die proximity to 
Lynnhaven Bay. Itisan intact survivor 
from die 17di century. Back dien. 
only one of die very rich could build 
a brick house because it took two 
indentured carpenters and two 
indentured brick-makers-cum- 
layersd duee to four years to build a 
house like the Lynnhaven House. 

TTiree of die four 17di-century 
mantelpieces are intact, as well as the 
closed stringer stairway and other 
interior woodwcnk. Stairways were 
rare in Vii]ginia in die 17di century. 
Ladders were die usual means of 
access to the second story. 

The house is typical of die 17di- 
century Jacobean English 
architecture. It has a steqily-pitched 
gable roof, massive outside chimneys, 
exposed ceiling beams and white 
plastoed inside walls. TTiere are two 
rooms on the first floor. A spacious 
kitchen with an enormous Hreplace 
and an equally spacious hall (paricr) 
room with an identical fappiace. 

The family of Mr. and Mrs. Wdliam 
W. Oliver Sr. presented diis house 
and one-and-a-half acres of land as a 
giftindieirmemcnytodieAssociatioa 
for the Preservation of Virginia 
Antiquities in 1971 on die condition 
that it be restored as a historic 
monument 

A visit to die Lynnhaven House 
gives each guest more than a display 
of architecture and decoradve arts. A 
visitor will Tuid crafts and skills still 
practiced that were such a part of the 
lifestyle of so long ago. At your visit, 
you will find yourself transformed. 
The house is open from mid-April 
dirough November, Tuesday duough 
Sunday, noon • 4 p.m.

And he's done all 
that in less dian a month while sUU "setting 
up shop!" 

Mulhem has been with die AHA since 
1989, most recendy saving as the executive 
directed of die New Hampshire Affiliate. His 
main responsibilities locally are working 
with die Tidewater Metropolitan Council 
board, for which he is staff sufqxMt person. 
Working closely widi volunteon, he directs 
the implementation of new community 
programs and management of fund-raising 
activities. He also supervises three area 
directors in the Metro Area, which serves 
the cities of Norfolk, Virginia Beach, 
Chesapeake, Portsmoudi, Suffolk, Franklin, 
Soudiampton County uid die Eastern Shore. 
"Our real focus is customer service," 
Mulhem explained. "We need to make sure 
diat we're iMOviding superits' service not only 
to our volunteers, but our donors and die 
general public. We're trying to organize 
ourselves to match the local needs." 

A native of West Virginia, his career 
began in Wheeling, where he served as 
regional director for a 10-county area. He set 
a goal of raising $150,000 for AHA 
education, research and special programs. 
From diere Mulhem transferred to die West 
Virginia state office, where he served as 
affiliate director. His most recent stint was 
as New Hampshire's executive state director. 
Mulhem's search for "a large metrqwlitan 
expoience" led him to Hampton Roads. 

"What attracted me to work for die 
American Heart Association in Virginia is 
the reputation that this organization has for 
being such a high performer. It's well- 
respected within in the AHA and is the 
sevendi largest affiliate in die country," he 
said. 

The beach, cost of living and cultural 
diversity were also draws for Mulhem. He 
and his wife, Karri, soon found a home in 
Great Bridge diat diey are renovating. 

A graduate of Bethany College where he 
majored in communications. Mulhon knew 
little about die work (tf die AHA when he 
was looking Ua a career padi. 

"The Ifeart Association to roe was just an 
organization that was there that I knew 
about, but didn't really know what it was ' 
doing. Now diat I wcnk for the OTganization I 
keep diat in die back of mind, because I 
don't want odier people to think of die AHA 
that way. What drives me is for people to 
understand what we do. 1 didn't know^that "w 
do research, education, teach CPR. Those 
things grabbed my attention when I came 
onboard." 

Mulhem was initially drawn to die AHA 
when he remembered the words of his 
college adviscH", who urged him to work for a 
non-profit organization if possible because it 
would teach a multitude of skills. 

"I just happened to see an ad in die paper, 
remembered what my advisw had told me 
and went for it I was really looking for a 
public relations position. It's funny because I 
had blinders on — all I saw was public 
relations and nothing about fund raising, 
even though it was right there in front of 
me." 

Accepting the job, Mulhem soon teamed 
that fund-raising skills he'd learned in 
college would come in handy. He was 
ho(dced. 

Still, he's quick to point out diat die AHA 
is more dian just raising money. 

"We are that, but we're doing it because 
of the bottom line: fighting heart disease. It's 
a challenge diat we take seriously, to show 
the public diat we can offer education. 
Research isn't as tangiUe; it's not somediing 
we can put our hands on and it takes a long 
time to make advances. We have to be 
patient, but people still like to see where 
their maaty goes." 

It's going into as much community 
ouU««:h as possible dirough programs like 
the new Heart Power school project, which 
aids educators in teaching health-related 
issues duough participatwy activities. 

Toi^Kxo-related issues are also important 
to die AHA. 

"We're trying to take a lead position, 
particularly with children," Mulhem said. 
"We've wOTking in Virginia and naticxiwide 
to help pa^ legislation diat restricu youdi 
access to ^dbatxo. It's a lough challenge. I 
xe kids 10 and 12 amddng cigarettes! My 
paraits saMd»d mA die Usest challenge to 
them wu qoittiag. The hi^i^st day in my 
life was wten diey nof^wd." 

Mulhem shued sonw tips on boi^ "heart 
healdiy," anodi»- gred of die AHA.

The season kicks off with 
Charles Ludlam's hilarious parody 
of Victorian fiction, "The Mystery 
of Irma Vep."

Nauticus, the National 
Maritime Center, brings you the 
treasures of the deep — silver and 
gold from Spaui's glory days — in 
the traveling exhibit "Deep Sea 
Treasures" June 8 - Aug. 25. 

"Deep Sea Treasures" includes 
treasures salvaged from 
shipwrecks, full-scale replicas of 
submeisibles used for underwater 
exploration (including one that 
explored the Titanic) and a 
chance for a flsh-eye view of the 
ocean floor. 

Recovered artifacts include 
beads, silver coins and gold bars 
from a 17th century Spanish 
shipwreck off Florida's coast. The 
ship is the Dry Tortugas, named 
for a chain of islands. It took more 
than two years to recover the 
treasures. It is believed by some, 
although archaeologists could not 
confirm it, that the Dry Tortugas 
was in the same flotilla as the 
Atocha, a shipwreck from which 
Mel Fisher excavated extensive 
gold. 

Interactive components in 
"Deep Sea Treasures" cover 
sonar, bioluminescence, sea life 
and more. Experience the inside 
of a diving bell (a diving 
instrument) and the controls of a 
marine lab. Investigate an 
underwater research habitat or 
visit different ocean depths 
through an interactive video disc. 
Through "Deep Sea Treasures" 
you become an underwater 
pioneer. 



To help you on this picHieering 
journey, "Deep Sea Treasures" is 
made up of several sections — 
History. Exploration, Marine Life. 
Technology and Underwater 
Archaeology. 

History provides an introductitm 
to deep sea technology. 
Exploration gives you the 
opportunity to experience things 
(such as the diving bell) first- 
hand. Marine Life includes a 
video showing the unusual types 
of life in the deep sea, as well as 
other fish-eye views of strange 
creatures and scenes. 

Technology allows you to pick 
up objects with a robotic arm like 
those used in undersea 
explorations, to see a full-scale 
replica of the Alvin. th« N^^. 
deep diving research submwias» 
and to view other advances. 
Underwater Archaeology is 
comprised of a simulation of 
Meriin, an underwater robot used 
by SeaHawk Deep Ocean 
Technology to retrieve the 
treasures, Nauticus goes on its 
summer hours May 25. During the 
summer, Nauticus is open every 
day, from 10 a.m. - 7 p.m.

Homeowners can help protect 
water quality by following some 
canmonsense practices when doing 
lawn and garden work, said a 
Virginia Tech Virginia CoopmUve 
Extension consumer horticulturist 

According. to Diane Relf. how 
homeowners haidle pesticides, how 
they fertilize their lawns and 
gardens, and how they maintain 
their lawns, affect the quality of 
water. 

Pesticides are useful in con- 
trolling insects and diseases, but 
Relf warns they must be used with 
caution. Most plant problems, she 
notes, are caused by problems that 
pesticides won't help — severe cold 
or heat, waterlogging or drought, 
and lawn mower damages. Even if 
an insect or disease is present it 
may be a symptom of an 
underlying problem. 

If you decided the problem is 
caused by a pest, identify the insect, 
disease, or weed before choosing a 
pesticide. Often no pesticide is 
required for proper control, but if 
needed, the right pesticide must be 
^)plied at the right time to control 
a particular pesL 

Refo- to expert infomation. such 



as your Virginia Cooperative 
Extension agent, an experienced 
iKtrticulturist, otr a good reference 
book. 

Follow these rules to use pesti- 
cides safely: 

■ Buy only what you need for 
one season. 

■ Always read the label com- 
pletely before spraying. Mix only 
the amount needed to do the job at 
hand. Follow the label's in- 
structions for application and safety 
measures. 

■ Never spray near wat»' or 
when there is wind. Pesticides can 
drift directly into streams or 
drainage ditches, polluting our 
waterways. Pesticides may also drift 
into unintended areas, damaging 
desirable plants. 

■ Never pour pesticides down the 
sink or into storm drains. Consult 
your Extension office for ^vice on 

disposal of excess or unusable 
pesticides. 

■ Dispose of empty containers 
as directed by the product label. 

Nitrogen and phosphorus from 
fatilizers have been associated with 
many environmental problems, 
including excessive algae growth. 



Tree felling tips malce 
for easier cleanup 



For suburbanites, farmers and 
"weekend woodsmen," tree felling 
is an important part of any cleanup. 

The key to proper tree felling is 
to plan the wc^ That's the advice 
of Mark Michaels, forestry engi- 
neer. 

Check the condition of the tree 
itself. Determine if there are tranch- 
es that might Call on you. 

Choose the felling direction, ke- 
eping in mind wind, obstructions, 
lean of the b%e and any other work 
to be done once the tree falls. Be- 
fore starting, cut off all lower bran- 
dies and clot away avkAmsh. 

^et the direction the tree will fall 
in by m^ng three cuts that create 
a felling "hinge." The first two cuts 



must be on the side the tree is to 
fall on; this creates the directional 
notch. 

Make the third, or felling cut, on 
the side away from the planned fall 
and slightly above the directional 
notch. Do not allow the two cuts to 
meet. The tree should then fall in 
the desired direction. 

Always wear protective clothing: 
work gloves, eye and ear protection 
and chain saw protective pants or 
chaps.

Weeds don't appear from nowhere 



It may seem like weeds 
come out of no-where, but 
there is an explanation. Many 
weed seeds lie dormant for as 
many as 40 years or more 
before they sprout. 

Those new weeds that ap- 
pear suddenly on newly plowed 
ground may in fact be very old. 

When land is plowed, buried 
seeds are brought closer to the 
surface, and may sprout in the 
top quarter inch of soil, where 



there is increased light, air and 
temperature. 

In these conditions, the seed 
may break dormancy and simu- 
late germination. 

To try and escape weed seed 
problems, use proper herbi- 
cides and cultivation in row 
crops. 

Keep up with mowing of 
pastures and turn rows. This 
will help reduce the production 
of weed srods. 



Waterproofing Your Home 

Whether your home is new or old, it should be waterproofed, espe- 
cially basement and crawl space walls where the entry of water and 
moisture ultimately leads to deterioration and damage. With a little 
know-how and the right tools, you can easily waterproof areas where 
leakage has started (see all thn^ steps) or prevent it in areas where 
it may occur (see third step only). To get started, you'll need the fol- 
lowing tools and products: hammer, chisel, wooden paddle, trowel, 
wire brush, large pail, heavy-duty masonry paint brush, hydraulic 
water-stop cement and waterproofing masonry coating.

Relf 
offers these tips on fmilizer use: 

■ Always «pp\y fwtilizcr at the 
right rate aid time. Too much fer- 
tilizer or fertilizer an)lied when the 
plant cannot take up the nubients 
can damage plants and contribute to 
water contaminants. See your local 
Extension agent for 
recommendations. 

■ Calibrate your spreader for 
each type of fertilizer so you can 
apply the right amount 

■ Have your soil tested for 
fertility and acidity/alkalinity, and 
follow recommendations on the soil 
test report. 

■ Use slow-release fertilizers for 
most ornamental plants, including 
lawns, especially in areas with 
sandy soil. These fertilizers are less 
likely to allow nitrates to wash 
through the soil into the 
groiaxlwater. 

■ Sweep spilled fertilizer off 
pavement before it washed away by 
rain. 

Because soil sediment makes up 
most of the pollutant carried by 
runoff and most of the phosphate 
and pesticides entering Virginia's 
waters are attached to this sediment, 
controlling erosion will help 
control water pollution. Land- 
scaping can help control erosion by 
holding soil in place and reducing 
runoff. 

A properly maintained lawn 
looks beautiful and also helps 
protect water quality. Healthy grass 
needs less pesticides and will be 
better able to take up fertilizer, 
reducing the chance of pollutants 
washing through the soil and 
reaching our water supplies.

Pub, Rich Marr of Sloppy Joe's, 
Larry Cullen of Rockafeller's and 
Dale Castelo of the city's planning 
commission. 

They decided the idea 

could work. The route would cost 
$30,000 per season, with 
sponsorship from local businesses 
putting up about $12,000 and the 
city matching that figure. The rest 
would be made up by trolley 
passengers buying the 50-cent 
tokens required to ride. 

They also devised a $15 season 
pass good through Sept. 29 on all 
TRT trolley routes — 
Entertainment Express, Lynnhaven 
Mall, North Seashore, South Rudee 
and Atlantic Avenue — which 
makes it convenient for local 
residents to use on a regular basis. 

A petition was passed around, 
proving local residents would be 
willing to hop on board. 

More than 20 local 
establishments became sponsors, 
receiving 1,000 tokens for a $500 
invesunenL 

The tokens are then passed along 
to customers for a free ride. In 
addition, a TRT o-olley stop sign is 
posted on the roadside by the 
business. 

The Entertainment Express 
started just in time for Memorial 
Day Weekend. Passing every 
municipal parking lot at the 
Oceanfront, it also stops at 19lh 
Street, formeriy the site of the 
Dome. 

"You can get off when you want 
to get off and you can flag it when 
you want to get on, but it will stop 
automatically at out 22 sponsors," 
said Smithson.

"We'll take care of the uaffic and 
the cops, and you just have a good 
time," she noted. 

Miller was not concerned that 
some of her passengers would be 
intoxicated. 

"I would rather pick them up and 
put them somewhere than them 
being on the so-eet," she explained. 
"With them in their car on the roai 
and me on the road, then we'd have 
a big problem." 

Bill Kilcy, emergency medical 
service department director for the 
Virginia Beach Rescue Squad, said 
safety is a key to the new service. 

"It promotes responsibly having 
a good time," said Kiley. "It 
promotes tourism, safe going out, 
and a good ..puMic-private 
partnership." 

Marr, owner of Sloppy Joe's, 
hopes the route is the answer to 
two dilemmas. 

"The main thing from our 
perspective is it has two distinct 
advantages of giving our pau'ons 
from up and down the beach aid the 
tourists an easy way to come, but 
probably more important, the 
majority of our patrons are locals," 
said Marr. 

"It gives them a chance to not 
worry about paiking or DUI. These 
arc real probleins. I think it 
logically makes a lot of sense. 
You've got as many vendors — 
whether they're bars, hotels, family 
attractions — everybody stands to 
benefit because we've got the 
ability to hit every segment of the 
populous." 

Marr said he recently learned of 
statistics of a poll of American 
drivers. Seventy-six percent wear 
seatbelts. Forty-three percent say 
they obey die speed limit. 

"You have to add to that list 
we're all a lot more conscious of 
drinking and driving than we were 
10 years ago." said Marr. "If the 
uolley saved one fatality, then it's 
worth its value 10 times over." 

Police Capt. E.F. Buzzy, 
commanding officer of Virginia 
Beach's Second Precinct, agreed the 
new service is a step in the right 
direction. 

"I think it's very positive because 
the parking around certain 
restaurants, especially those on 
Winston-Salem Avenue is very 
inadequate, and hopefully if the 
trolley is used to its fullest, it will 
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allow people to visit these 
restaurants without having to U7 to 
find a parking space — not only at 
these restaurants, but others on the 
route," said Buzzy. 

He noted that anyone parking 
along Winston-Salem, Terrace and 
Highpoint avenues without proper 
residential or employee parking 
permits will pay the price. 

Last Saturday night, 12 to 15 
cars were towed from the area. In 
addition, {irking tickeu may be 
issued to towed cars. This policy 
will be enforced throughout the 
summo'. 

As far as the DUI issue, 
Buzzy said he thinks it will be 
helpful for those that are able to 
walk after leaving the trolley. 

"I'm sure the trolley is picking 
up p^^le somewhere and the only 
concern is if they've had too much 
to drink, they might take them back 
to their car," he explained. "In the 
case of a tourist staying at the 
Oceanfront, then it could be very 
beneficial." 

David Fitzcr, a local resident who 
lives on the trolley route, has 
already used the Entertainment 
Ex{M-ess a number of limes. He has 
bought a pass for the season, as had 
more than 50 other pauons less 
than one week into service. 

Fitzer said he would rather take 
the trolley when going out than 
driving. 

"I've even used to to go grocery 
shopping," he said. "It goes by 
three grocery stores. That would be 
a good thing for elderly people. A 
lot of them can't drive." 

A bartender at one local 

: establishment said he has already 

seen the impact of having the 

trolley stop outside the restaurant 

during its first three days. 

"When you know these guys are 
taking the trolley, it puts me at 
ease. 1 know they won't get into 
trouble on their way home. I think 
it's great. I think we've needed this 
for a long time." 

Smithson said he hopes the new 
route will eventually be picked up 
as a standard route fcx TRT. 

If they can get more sponsors to 
support die project, the route can be 
ex|Kmded to pick up residenu on 
Norfolk Avenue and 24th Street, 
where there is a high concentration 
of housing and apartment 
complexes. 

""The more sponsors we gel, the 
betta- off well be," Smidism said. 

They are also encouraging 
busii^sses on Atlantic Avenue to 
join in the cnsade.

City makes plans for possibility

Virginia Beach is making 
elaborate plans for a guest it hopes 
will never arrive. 

June 1, Saturday, is the first day 
of the hurricane season. It's also at 
the start of the fun season in 
Virginia Beach, but the two arrivals 
are incompatible. 

The city has plans for escape 
routes and that sort of thing, but 
what city council heard at a work 
session Tuesday were plans on how 
to remove the debris afterward. 

Arthur Shaw, the Public Works 
Department operation engineer with 
his non-nonsense delivery in his 
deep, sonorous voice, was the right 
person to impress those in 
attendance with the seriousness of 
the after-the-storm work. 

Plans wwe made for a Category 4 
hurricane with 130 to 140 mile-an- 
hour winds, the kind that will 
flatten trailers, flatten fences and 
tear houses apart leaving an 
accumulation of 15 million tons of 
debris. If you can't comprehend 
how much debris that is, Mt. 
Trashmore II has seven tons already 
and has a capacity for 14 tons 
altogetha-. 

The debris will know no 
boundaries and will make the roads 
impassible. 

Shaw said that the city is 
planning for a worse case scenario 
because it is easier to scale down 
preparations than go the other way. 

And while the city is cleaning 
up, it has to keep records of 
everything it does to be reimbursed 
up to 100 percent by the federal 
government. 

Shaw said that the city worked 
with the U.S. Corps of Engineers 
in calculating the amount of debris 
that can be expected and Virginia 
Power will be a major contributor 
to getting things back to normal. 

The city has been divided into 
four zones and the zones divided 
into sections. Personnel from 
various city departments will be 
assigned to each. 

Shaw said that the city will start 
clean up. operations on its own 
before help arrives fixm elsewhwe. 

The 60 to 70 percent of the debris 
that can be reduced, he said, will 
have to be taken to areas for 
reducing. This requires 1,000 acres 
of undevelq)ed, q)en land. 

Shaw said that the city will not 
restrict its activities to city property 
and city streets but will include 
residential property as well which 
also is reimbursable by the Fedefel 
Emergency Management Agency 
(FEMA). 

Shaw said that FEMA crews and 
the Corps of Engineers would 
eventually come, but that it would 
take two, ihrec or four days for 



them to get here and they usually 
rely on contractors. 

"We<figioe the city can't wait and 
will do as miKh as we can on our 
owa" 

The city is relying on color coded 
maps — one gives the order in 
which the debris will be moved. 
Other maps show anything that 
pumps liquid, where traffic signals 
are Virginia Powa* will betaking 
power out of the lines, so that 
crews can clear the streets safety. 
Then Virginia Power will return the 
power. 

From 600 to 700 city people will 
be divided in pre-position crews 
assigned to various centers where 
building with interior rooms and no 
exterior windows are available: 
Among them are the Bayside and 
Great Neck Recreation Centers, the 
Pavilion, the Central Library, the 
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Princess Anne Recreation Center, 
and the Municipal Center which 
will be the closest center to areas in 
the southern end of the city which 
are most likely to experience 
flooding. 

After the surgts has battered the 
most vulnerable areas, rains will 
cause flooding in other areas. 

The plan is to station 50 to 60 
people at each pre-position area. 
These people will be there when the 
storm strikes, will be prepared to 
work without communication or 
power. They will be independent 
and will know what to do. 

Mayor Meyera E. Obemdorf said 
neither the federal government nor 
the Environmental Protection 
Agency will change its rules. They 
found out in Charleslown, Florida 
and in Oklahoma City. 

"It can be a nighunare." 



Shaw said that he was aware that 
the city had to have "excruciating 
meticulous documentation, " and 
had to account for every man and 
every hour. He said that gelling 
back 75 percent of the cost was 
looked at as reasonable which was 
the amount the city received after 
the snow and ice removal efforts 
this winter. The forms that will be 
used have abeady been generated, he 
said. 

He said that before the people go 
to pre-position sites, they will have 
a letter telling them what to do, 
what to bring and what to do for 
their families before leaving. 

I hope the famlies will go to 
western Virginia, " he remarked, 
but added that additional shelters 
will be set up for families of crews. 

Council woman Louisa Strayhom 
said that receiving 75 percent "when 
we're due 100 percent bothers me. 

Obemdorf said that other cities 
did not get 75 percent 

Shaw said that the city engineers 
office will have damage control 
teams which will serve as the 
advance eyes and ears of the support 
teams and crews and will start the 
documentation. 

Shaw said that the first 
consideration will be clearing the 
roads so that fire and police vehicles 
can travel. 

The debris removal will take 
place in three passes -the first will 
remove all the debris on the curb 
and removal will be repeated in two 
10-day intervals to allow residents 
to pull their dsbris out. 

Material will be separated at 
curbside with the hazardous 
materials removal done by conuacL 

For debris sites, Shaw said that 
the staff avoided using facilities like 
playgrounds because it want 
everything to get back to normal as 
soon as possible. Likewise garbage 
trucks will be reserved to restoring 
garbage pick-ups as soon as 
possible to remove the household 
garbage that will have accumulated. 

To make sure that everything is 
in place before a hurricane hits, the 
city is entering into a series of 
contracts including one to get rid of 
hazardous materials. At present the 
city is writing a contract for some 
of the sites that will be needed for 
the debris. The staff favors city- 
owned land, but has identified sites 
around the city where land has been 
cleared and is expected to remain 
undeveloped for two to three years. 

The city will have to get permits 
from the State Department of 
Environmental Quality. Even in 
emergency situations, Shaw said, 
the city will be held to permit 
review. He said that Florida had to 
cut down all incinerators because 
permits were not secured. 

All expenses the city incurs in 
the clean-up is theoretically 
reimbursable, except for the 
planning, said Shaw.

Beach tradition Peabody*s 
reopens witli a new look 

Local hangout 
is back after 
long hiatus

As much as things change, they 
still remain the same. 

Tim Harvey laughed as he 
remembered his 21st birthday 
celebration. He came home for the 
weekend from college with his 
roommate from Virginia Beach. 

"We left campus early Friday 
morning and drove up from 
Carolina," he said. "We kicked 
around the beach for a while and 
hung out with my roommate's 
parents most of the day. But after 
dinner, my roommate tossed me 
some clothes and said "Put these on 
so you don't look like a tourist. 
We're going to Peabody's, brother!'" 
They went, and he had a ball. 
Eight years later, Harvey found 
himself back in Virginia Beach 
sitting on the sand with his wife 
and daughter at the beach, laughing 
about it as the sun went down. 

"I heard they just opened up 
again. I'm gonna have to check it 
out," he grinned. 

After lying dormant for about a 
year-and-a-half. Peabody's, a night 
club at the Oceanfront. has 
req^ened. 

But this isn't the story of any 
regular bar, says one of its owners, 
"It's an institution." 

The club has been around for 27 
years. The restaurant first opened in 
1967, after a previous life as a car 
(tealer^q). 
The owners have changed. 
The faces have changed. 
The bands have changed. 




And yet, it's still the same — but 
it's different 

Just ask Matt Falvey, one of the 
new owners. In partnership with 
Brett and Deborah Kassir. he 
remembers the place as it used to be 
— what he called "an icon." When 
he first started going out in 
Virginia Beach, it was a place he 
frequented. Then he started woridng 
at a bar around the como'. On 
occasion, he would help out at 
Peabody's as a bartender. 

"It had a beach theme to it," 
Falvey explained. "In a lot of ways 
the atmosphere in Peabody's 
reflected the atmosphere of the 
beach. There was a lot of An and it 
was one place you could go and see 
everybody you knew. It was a fun 
place and an exciting place to be." 

But when it shut down more than 
a year ago due to legal problems, it 
became a vacant building that he 
passed every day at 21st Street and 
Pacific Avenue on his way to work. 

"I think everybody that came 
down to the beach, everybody had 
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so many memories tied up in it, 
that it was kind of sad to see it 
closed up that way," said Falvey. 
"It took away from Uie community, 
from the area. When you look a 
'the block,' it was kind of the 
centerpiece." 

It had been a place for locals to 
go, he said, when they came home 
from college on break or something 
to do in the summertime. It was a 
place to meet up with friends. 

"Everybody that comes down to 
'the block' has their loyalties...but 
everybody came to Peabody's," he 
noted. "I think you lost that. There 
was nowhere that you could go and 
see everybody you wanted to see." 

And then it was gone. 

"When Peabody's was closed 
down, you might go out and have a 
good time, but you wouldn't see 
everybody," said Falvey. 

Then someone asked him if he 
would be interested in req)ening the 
club. Although he had never 
thought of being involved in it 
before, Falvey "jumped at it" 

Before checking it out, he tried to 
prepare himself fot what was in 
store. He recalled that no one had 
been inside for a very long time. 

"The first thing I noticed when I 
walked in was how clean it was and 
what a great job they did clemming 



the place," he smiled, shaking his 
head 

That wasn't quite what he had 
expected. 

"It shocked me," he continued. 
"You've got to remember. I was 
walking into this place thinking it 
would be stinky and messy and 
ugly and 'We're going to have a lot 
of work to do,' and I walk in this 
place and it lodes like it had been 
closed up the night before." 

After the initial shock, the new 
owners surted thinking about 
changes. 

"Peabody's had been around so 
long and was so successful, we 
didn't want to do anything dramatic 
to the place," Falvey explained. 
"We wanted people to walk up here 
and remember the place and 
recognize it. 

"On the other hand, we wanted to 
give the place a facelift. We wmted 
people to say 'it looks new, but it 
looks old at the same time.'" 

The beach theme would stay, hvt 
with a new twist. Brett suggested a 
longboard surfboard theme from the 
■60s. 

"We wanted to keep the tradition 
of the place, but widi the feeling of 
the beach," Falvey explained. "It's a 
retro look, but it's a trendy thing. 
We're in the past but we're in the 
present and the things people 
remember about Peabody's — the 
dance floor, the music, the live 
bands — are all hoe." 

Going along with the trends of 
the '90s, they added micro-teews 
and a full menu. Although the 
restaurant had served food before, it 
was always a buflet-style. 

The logo changed. The two pool 
tables are still there, but have 
multiplied. Throw in some 
finishing touches, and the club was 
reborn. By Mother's Day, they were 
open. 

"It was weird," Falvey laughed, 
remembering opening night "I've 
spent so much time in here over the 
last three months working hoe. We 
all have — making sure things are 
going right, the staff, making sure 
we were supplied — I didn't have 
time to think about what it would 
be like when the people started 
coming in. It was so strange." 

Reflecting for a moment, he tried 
to put into words what those first 
few houis were like. 

"It was so great to have the p)ace 
(q>en," he explained. "It's great to 
have this place back. I didn't feel 
like it was me, the owner, standing 
there. It was great" 

Now that Peabody's is open, 
however, peapk like Tim Harvey 
will have to wait until the 
weekends to go back inside the 
place they remember.

Ilwse giris, both fifth-graders at 
Creeda Elementary School, can 
speak with a lotof confidence about 
the lady who passed as die Witch of 
Pungo at this year's Strawberry 
Festival. Each school day they see 
Joanne Stutzman answering the 
telephone, greeting visitors and 
perfcmning countless other ta^ in 
her real life as secretary at their 
school. 

But last Friday, Saturday and 
Sunday, she dressed in Colonial 
attire to distribute coidy and educate 
tourists about tiu infamous Grace' 
Sherwood, vhom &hs was 
impersonating. 

"A lot of people from out of 
town didn't know who the Witch of 
Pungo was, and a tot were surprised 
to find out that she was a real 
pnson, so I had to give them a 
little history lesson," Stutzman 
si«l. 

Orace, of course, was an early 
18th-century lady whose eccenu-ic 
habits got her into trouble with her 
neighb<m down in Princess Anne 
County. She received a ducking in 
the Lynnhaven River and a stay in 
die coimty jail for misdeeds, but ha 
20th<«iui^ counterpart was a little 
liKkier. 

She received her own float, made 
by the s(q>homore class at Kellaro 
High School, to ride on in Saturday 
morning's parade. She was also 
awarded the egg, CHioe Shnwood's 
tcademttk, wMch las passed to each 
person duwen as witch in the 13 
years since die fesdvil began. 

Among her other 
accomplishnniis, Sherwood is said 
to have flown to England in an 
eggshell to gadier heri» for her 
magic spells. The festival's 
organizers had a small egg "which 
looks something like an Eastet 
e^l^jiade to award each year's 
witch" %at lady writes her name on 
a piece of papa and places it in die 
egg "to pass to the next witch," 
Stutzman said so diat a record is 
kept of who serves as witch each 
year. 

Her lifelong friends, Margaret 
Boykin, Elsie Simpson and Patsy' 
Shipp, also bought her a porcelain 
(foil "which was a really neat 
diing." she said. 

"She was a strawberry doll, 
dressed in red, wid) two pigtails, 
and I used to wear my hair in 
pigtails. They told my daughter 
'that's what your moUier's hair used 
to look like.'" 

Stutzman grew up on Morris 
Neck Road, and she and her friends 
attraded Creeds Elemmtary School. 
For her, the biggest treat was 
coming out to see die memba-s of 
her community, particularly the 
children. 

"I've had so much fun," she said 
of her diree-day reip at the festival. 
"Seeing the schoolchildren is 
especially fun. They've been 
leasing me at school and asking me 
if I came in my eggshell uxlay. I'd 
say 'no, but I did turn into a black 
cat a few times, and when I got here 
. had to check and make sure I'd 
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turned back into myself.'" 

Aldiough bodi Stutzman and die 
children deny diat she's really die 
witch, diey defend the real Grace 
Sherwood, who was accused of 
witchcraft and tried by water in 
1706. Grace, who is said to have 
lived on Muddy Creek Road just 
east of downtown Pungo, managed 
to survive die ducking although she 
was bound by rope. 

Under 18di-century law, diis 
meant diat she was guilty of 
witchcraft, "but I diink she was 
probably just real adiletic and a 
very good swimmer," Stutzman 
said. 

Poor Orace is also said to have 
dressed in men's clodiing, and ^e 
was, from time to time, spotted 
changing herself into a cat or 
daiKing aroind her ndghbos' cows 
in order to make diem give sour 
milk. Stutzman ud the third 
gnuters abOteds Eleroentary, who 
have sbidied Grace Showood as part 
of a chapter on local history, have 
dieir own theory about how all of 
these rumors began. 

"C^e litde boy said dut ^e was 
just real pretty and all of die odier 
ladies were jeatous of her," she said. 
"I diink it was |ffobably somediing 
like diat, and maybe she got a 
little friendly with some of the 
husbands and die wives started 
getting jealous." 

Stutzman's been involved widi 
the fesUval since it began,.and she's 
close friends with festival 
committeee members Jack 
Burroughs, Carolyn Culpepper and 
Jenell Brock. These folks, who do 
odio" volunteer wcMk, often consult 
Stuuman "to see if I know of any 
families in need in the 
community." The day diey visited 
her at school to tell her siw'd been 
chosen as the witch, she thought 
they were coming to talk to her 
about who might be in need of 
clodiing, food (V odier help. 

"They came to school to ask me 
if I'd aer/e as witch, and I was just 
surprised to be chosen," Stutzman 



Her first task was to come up 
widi a Coloniid-ttyle dress, which 



she did widi the help of her friend, 
Susan Kellam, who made die dress, 
and her sister-in-law, Mary Ellen 
Brinkly, who helped her pick out 
the material. 

Standing, walking, and greeting 
visitors for one night and two full 
days might seem like a dubious 
honor to some, but Stutzman 
denied being tired late Sunday 
afternoon. Instead, she said, she 
had a wonderful time and she was 
delighted widi die festival and her 
role in it. 

"It's amazing how many people 
you see here with really young 
children," she said. "This really is 
a family diing, and you see a lot of 
handicai^jed people here. It's not a 
harried diing, it's voy laid-back." 

Stutzman doesn't seon harried 
eidier despite die demands of die 
fndval, her full-time job and a 
funily. Bodi her husband. Bill, and 
ha two daughters, Julie and Cathy, 
are carpenters, and Stutzman puts in 
eight or nine hours a day at school. 

"I put in a litde extra," she said, 
adding diat die school, where she 
has worked since 1971, "is my 
home away from home." 

"I didn't choose to go away to 
college and ^t my teaching degree, 
so diis is like die next best diing," 
she said. The staff, students and 
parents at die small school, which 
has only 300 students, are so close 
"that it's like a private public 
school." 

Aldiough she loves her work, 
Stutzman added diat serving as diis 
year's witch was a nice break from 
die routine. "This has been a nice 
experience," she said. "It's amazing 
how diis all comes togedier widi 
die wok of volunteers." 

And while die credited odiers foi 
the festival's success, she was more 
dian happy to take credit for die 
delightfully cool breezes diat blew 
through downtown Pungo all 
weekend 

I conjured up diis cool weadier," 
she said. "I did get a litde off on 
my cakulations aiKl we had a few 
raindrops Sunday afternoon, but it 
didn't seem to drive the crowds 
away."

Local doctor explains HIV effects on pregnancy

ITie Human Immunodeficiency 
Virus. (HIV) is a small virus of the 
retrovirus family. It is a virus that 
leads to AIDS and eventually death 
of all infected persons to date. 
Disease in some people can very 
slowly prepress, or it can be rapidly 
progressive and fatal within a few 
years. This infection ' is a 
particularly difficult infection for 
pregnant women because it can be 
transmitted directly to the fetus in 
the womb or through other body 
fluids, especially breast milk. The 
disease, if course, is very 
devastating to an adult; and it is 
certainly a tragedy for a new life to 
be snuffed out by this awful 
disease. 

In this country, we most 
commonly use an HIV test, using 



IgG antibodies to identify infected 
people. TTiis technique will miss 
those people who have just had a 
virus and have not yet developed an 
immune response. Therefore, the 
Elisa test uses pieces of the virus, 
known as anrigens, to detect the 
viral infection at a higher rate. This 
test has a sensitivity and specificity 
between 99 and 100 percent. If 
these tests arc found to be positive, 
a Westron Blot is performed by 
using electophoresis. This is a 
confirmation test which is 
diagnostic of an HIV infection in 
the given individual. In newborn 
infants, maternal IgG can cross the 
placenta to the baby and persist for 
up to 18 months after birth. In 
infants bom with a mother who is 
infected with HIV, two other 
sensitive and specific tests for this

purpose are used to identify an 
infective newborn with HIV culture 
and a test known as PCR. 

It is very important to test and 
identify infected newborns. 
Worldwide over, the death for HIV 
infection has been rising steadily, 
while most other diseases causing 
death have been on a slow decline 
since the early 1980s. By die end of 
1994, approximately 58,500 
women have been reported to be 
positive for AIDS. Unfortunately, 
younger women of the reproductive 
age group are more commonly 
infected than older women. 

It is now known that the 
combination of several anti-AIDS 
drugs can reduce the transmission of 
the virus to the baby in the uterus. 
It is this information that has come 
forth in the last couple of years that 
initiated the state of Virginia to 
require pregnant women to be 
informed of the possibility of HIV 
testing, and if possible, tiik?'"' 
medication to avoid transmission of 
this infection to their infants. 
Except when trying to conceive or 
in a mutually monogomous 
relationship with an uninfected 
partner, sexual partners should use 



latex condoms to prevent sexually 
transmitted diseases, especially 
AIDS.
